Feels Like the First Time 

On onion rings, barbecue, and the never-ending "Best of Austin"

The first time I visited Austin, we drove 
down from Vermont in a then 2 0-year- old 
1952 Chevy Deluxe that could barely hit 55 
mph going downhill with the wind behind it. 
Not only was the car slow, but the interstate 
highway system wasn’t finished, as well; it 
took days to get here. 

We left from Vermont, where Everett, the 
car’s owner and my co-traveler, lived. It was 
a time when we were driving up and down 
the East Coast on a regular basis. Good 
friends were restoring an old cotton-planta- 
tion house, room by room, in McCall, S.C. 
(just south of Fayetteville, N.C.). Alone, I 
ended up driving down to Florida, where 
I lived on the Peace River in a house with 
shuttered porches on three sides and filled 
with white wicker furniture from the 1920s. 
It was just outside of Charlotte Harbor, 
across the river from Punta Gorda. Our 
friends lived in McCall for years, and some- 
time after I left Florida, our friend Fred took 
a job working for The Associated Press in 
Miami. So the East Coast run was a fairly 
regular event for a number of years, even 
after I moved to Austin. 

We’d always stop at South of the Border, 
a beyond-kitsch, Mexican-themed shopping 
center in Dillon, S.C., just south of the North 
Carolina state line. This will be familiar to 
anyone who did the East Coast run during 
that time: It was one of those tourist attrac- 
tions that had many dozens of billboards on 
roads in every direction, indicating how many 
miles you were from South of the Border and 
beginning hundreds and hundreds of miles 
away. They were especially prevalent on 1-95, 
the classic north-south East Coast run.

Established in 1949, the tacky shopping 
center’s official name was Pedro’s South of 
the Border, as it was presided over by “Pedro,” 
who walked his mule all around. Crawford, 
one of our friends from McCall, played Pedro 
for quite a while and, as ridiculous as it all 
seemed, enjoyed it quite a bit. 

Now, though we stopped at McCall 
on that first visit to Austin, we headed 
west after leaving, away from South of the 
Border. While I accept North and South 
Carolina as the Deep South, I have always 
regarded Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia 
as the Southern hat trick - a land even 
more unto itself. (I absent Louisiana and 
Central Florida from this list. The former 
is its own country, and the latter, three 
decades back, was so like a foreign planet 
completely imagined by pulp paperback 
novelists as to make those other three states 
look futuristic.) Maybe this was because I 
had traveled through Virginia and North 
and South Carolina by this time and was 
used to them. There was the KKK billboard 
welcoming you on the highway; endless, 
relatively new, all-white private schools 
established as a reaction to forced integra- 
tion; and deep, deep prejudice so obvious 
that few disguised it. But it still wasn’t the 
land of George Wallace, Ross Barnett, and 
Lester Maddox. 

Shortly after crossing the border into that 
land, we stopped for lunch. I ordered a steak 
sandwich at some nonchain, fast-food place. 
What I got was a crusted, fried piece of steak. 
I had no idea what it was. In certain ways, the 
great adventure was beginning. 

Dr Pepper, chicken-fried steak, chili with- 
out beans, fajitas (that dish specifically, and 
Mexican food in general, had not yet swept 
across the land), real barbecue - living in 
Texas was astounding, and almost entirely in 
ways I had not expected. It offered a range 
of foods previously unencountered and all 
wonderful; Big Red and peanuts, fried pies, 
and small Texas towns were explored, along

with country music, poster artists, and the 
Armadillo World Headquarters. The first visit 
lasted a few months, but within two years, 
I had moved back here permanently. It is 
important to note that I ate a lot of okay bar- 
becue on that first trip but didn’t encounter 
the truly great, life changing, artery clog- 
ging, better- than-anything-you ’d-ever-tasted- 
before, all-you-can-eat kind until we moved 
here. A friend took us out to Coupland’s; 
after that I knew I had died and gone to heav- 
en - and I knew I was staying! The important 
point is that, even before encountering the 
insane variety of mythic Hill Country bar- 
becue, I already had decided to move here. 
Clearly, this was God’s way of letting me 
know I had made the right choice. 


The “Best of Austin” issue should be just 
such a voyage of discovery. It is a beginning, 
not an ending - the map for a scavenger 
hunt for the wonderful, unique, and not-to- 
be-missed, rather than any kind of exclusive 
catalog of Austin businesses, people, places, 
events, and the like. The “Best of” should lead 
you in hundreds of interesting directions. The 
heart of the issue, however, is not in these 
pages. It’s when you finish that meal and say, 
“That chicken-fried steak was great, but it isn’t 
the best! That’s at ...” And off you go! 

Next time, I’ll tell the story of the time 
Nick Barbara and Brian Mitchell got into an 
argument at Dirty’s, fighting over which joint 
had the best onion rings in town: Dirty’s or 
the Stallion’s. Such were the stakes that, after 
finishing our meal of Dirty Burgers, we headed 
right up to the Stallion to sample the onion 
rings there. Rather then let such a visit go to 
waste, we of course ordered chicken-fried steak 
dinners (a one-patty meal was $ 1) with which 
to clean our palates. Barbara, of course, went 
for the three-patty deluxe. Sure, I was ill for a 
couple of days, and my system still hasn’t rid 
itself of all the fat, but it was worth it. Barbara, 
as I recall, felt fine and didn’t even notice the 
Katrina of fat that hit his system. ■

Council dais on the proposed bicycle-helmet 
ordinance was amusing.

every category from Charts 4-10 and the figures 
broken out by ethnic categories (Anglo/Latino/

The Austin/Travis Co. Family Violence Task Force, 
Capital Metro, and AISD unveiled bus advertisements 
last week to raise awareness of the problem of teen- 
dating violence. The poster campaign resulted from 
designs solicited from Austin teens; the posters will 
be displayed inside area middle and high schools. 

On Saturday, the Travis Co. Sheriffs Office teams 
up with the Austin Film Festival's Young Filmmakers 
Program, Safe Place, the Women's Advocacy Project, 
and local businesses to sponsor a competition for 
local teens to craft a video public service announce- 
ment for use in the TCSO's Teen Dating Violence 
Awareness Program. As part of the TCSO's overall 
effort to raise awareness to teen-dating violence 
issues a campaign begun in partnership with Carolyn 
Mosley, mother of 15-year-old Ortralla Mosley, who 
was stabbed to death in a Reagan High School 
hallway in 2003, by her former boyfriend - the office 
is asking local teens to submit a 30-second PSA on 
the issue; the winner will be played on local TV and 
screened at the third annual Austin Student 
Filmmaking Expo in April 2007.

Washington, D.C., the national-election campaigns, and 
of course all the TV news networks remain obsessed 
with the Mark Foley scandal, an entertaining diversion 
from thornier issues like war in the Middle East, nucle- 
ar proliferation, international ecological breakdown, etc. 

NAKED CITY 


Instead of paying limousine driver Mohamad Abdulraouf 
the $1,650 he owed for a night of driving around town 
in a Ford Excursion stretch limo, 32-year-old Christian 
Sabon pistol-whipped the driver and, according to an 
arrest affidavit filed with the Travis Co. Sheriff’s Office, 
told Abdulraouf he was going to kill him. After Abdul- 
raouf dropped Sabon off at Sabon ’s game-room busi- 
ness in Merrilltown Square Shopping Center in North 
Austin some time after 4am on Oct. 2, Sabon allegedly 
“displayed three different guns and pointed two of 
them” at Abdulraouf, then whacked him in the shoulder 
before he could flee and call 911. Deputy Alan Howard 
arrived on the scene and, after hearing the driver’s 


story, called in the TCSO SWAT team to help get Sabon 
out of the strip-mall game room. Three hours later, at 
about 9am, Sabon surrendered and was taken into cus- 
tody - as it turns out, he passed out drunk in his office 
and was apparently unaware that the SWAT team was 
outside. Sabon, who had previously been arrested for 
aggravated promotion of prostitution, drunken driving, 
and driving on a suspended license, according to the 
TCSO, has been charged with felony aggravated assault, 
punishable by up to 20 years in prison, and has been 
released from jail on a $20,000 bond. -Jordan Smith 

In other Travis Co. Sheriff’s Office news, the Crime Sup- 
pression Unit and SWAT team conducted a drug raid 
at a house near Zavala Elementary School on Oct. 4, 
arresting one juvenile for drug possession. The house, 
at 2019 E. Third, has been under surveillance by the 
TCSO since July; although TCSO spokesman Roger 
Wade said investigators believe a considerable amount 
of drugs have been dealt from the house, officers found 
just five rocks of crack cocaine, weighing a total of 1.8 
grams, and random drug paraphernalia “consistent” 
with heroin use. The juvenile, 16, has been charged 
with felony crack possession - punishable by two-to-10 
years in prison, if the teen is certified to stand trial as 
an adult - while five adults who were taken into custo- 
dy during the raid have been released without charge. 
TCSO says its investigation is ongoing. - J.S. 

Pay-as-you-throw trash service gets a one-day bump 
this week in order to let employees attend a co-worker’s 
funeral. As Tuesday, Oct. 10 was bumped to Wednesday 
the 11th, the rest of the collection dates slide forward one 
day. For more info, see www.austinrecycles.com. - Wells Dunbar 

Impaired driving was a factor in six of the city’s 10 
most recent traffic fatalities, APD reports. APD’s 
Highway Enforcement Command has taken to regular 
review and reporting on roadway fatalities, to help define 
patterns and identify problem spots. There were nine 
accidents between Aug. 26 and Oct. 3, resulting in 10 
fatalities, including three pedestrians and one bicy- 
clist. Police cited driving “culture” - unsafe lane 
changes, driving while talking on the phone, etc. - as 
a contributing factor in five of the nine wrecks. As of 
Oct. 3, there’ve been 52 traffic fatalities this year, 
compared to 61 in 2005. - J.S.

Turn the Page 

As Mark Foley stews, what 
happened to Bob Woodward?

The guy really cheesed about the Mark Foley 
scandal has to be The Washington Post’s Royal 
Court Reporter Bob Woodward. Until Foley’s 
sleazy instant messages went national, you 
couldn’t swing a dead cat without hitting a 
Woodward TV appearance, as he flogged his 
book State of Denial: Bush at War, Part III and 
grimly denied that he had ever suggested - in 
his two previous Bush-regime-insider tell-alls - 
that the Bush-Cheney-Rumsfeld triumvirate 
nobly embodied the second coming of the Pax 
Romana. Now that even purblind, official 
Washington has realized it’s been backing a 
bunch of losers, Lonesome Bob is duly anointed 
to deliver the eulogy. Alas, thanks to Mark “the 
Measuring Stick” Foley, nobody’s listening. 

Although there’s undeniable schadenfreude 
in watching the Republican theocracy implode 
- if the bums get thrown out, few will weep 
over the details - national Democrats greeted 
the Foley story with an audible sigh of relief, as 
it meant they could at last stop talking about 
Iraq. Why defend yourself against charges of 
“cut-and-run” when you can wax moralistic 
about getting tough on congressional sex pred- 
ators? While everyone was ranting about the 
sheer awfulness of Foley’s cyber come-ons - it 
obviously doesn’t take much to heat up adoles- 
cent minds, whatever their age - only a very 
few have noticed that during one of Foley’s 
most notorious IM assignations, in April of 
2003, the vote he delayed while he finished 
bonking himself was to approve supplemental 
appropriations for the U.S. war on Iraq. (Foley 
and 413 of his fellows voted aye; there were all 
of 12 dissenters and nine abstentions; of 
Texans only Ron Paul voted no.) 

It would be nice if, once in a while, we could 
call on national moral outrage at least as 
strongly against slaughtering innocents abroad 
as we routinely do against seducing teenagers 
via the Internet, now a serial perversion of TV 
newsmagazines and an absolute obsession of 
law enforcement. Our state attorney general, 
Greg Abbott, has a whole platoon of phony 
Web surfers pretending to be credulous young- 
sters in search of grownup love. Do you think 
he might be able to spare a man or two to find 
out why state human-service agencies and their 
corporate megacontractors can’t manage to 
effectively enroll hundreds of thousands of 
Texas children in basic health insurance? 

If that isn’t child abuse on a colossal scale, 
what would you call it?

Hall confirmed that he observed plenty 
of things around the House that disillu- 
sioned him concerning the august reputa- 
tion of members of Congress but that 
most of the boorish behavior was directed 
at young women, not men, and he never 
personally felt uncomfortable. While he 
knows of nothing more, he would not be 
surprised if there are additional revela- 
tions. “I guess maybe I was naive,” he 
said, “but we’re not talking about adults 
here. These are 16-year-old students, kids 
that were in high school. They need to be

protected, and if there were people there 
that knew what Foley was doing, or sus- 
pected it, and didn’t investigate, they need 
to be held accountable.” 

Hall belongs to the University Demo- 
crats but points out that the pages (some 
400 now) involved in the lobbying effort 
to support the program are of both parties 
and that, in particular, his friend who was 
trolled by Foley is a Republican. “It’s just 
weird to think that something like that 
should happen,” Hall said, “and people 
who knew about it wouldn’t try to go 
straight to the truth.”

Nothing by Design 


Of the untold thousands of recent Austin 
transplants, one stands out for me: my mother. 
No, I’m not singling her out for “Best of Austin” 
consideration. Not yet, at least - she’s only 
been here about six months - but I’m happy to 
have her close. Sunday she skipped church, and 
we wound our way Downtown, to Las Manitas. 
Parking was nonexistent, so we parked a few 
blocks away, at a spot I know about - the 
garage under City Hall. 

It was there last week, one floor above, that 
one of the smaller, but telling, moments in the 
remaking of Downtown happened. Council was 
ready to select a firm to create and implement 
the Downtown Austin Plan, the overarching 
framework for the neighborhood’s growth. 

Covering hard-and-fast tracks such as layout, 
development, and financing but also the urban 
aesthete’s concerns of design and the new buzz- 
word de rigueur, “iconic preservation,” the plan is 
no light undertaking. But on such a high-profile 
project, there was also no shortage of souls 
ready to reach for the brass ring. 

Unfortunately, the process was fraught from 
the start. As Katherine Gregor reports elsewhere 
today, new, abruptly implemented conflict-of-inter- 
est rules precluded anyone with property 
Downtown from applying (see “Developing 
Stories,” p.22). Despite the rocky start, last 
Thursday, the three remaining finalists - San 
Francisco-based ROMA Design Group; Portland, 
Ore.’s Crandall Arambula; and Denver’s EDAW Inc. 
- were each slated to present to council. Only 
two showed. “I’m told that perhaps two of the 
three finalists will be here this afternoon,” Will 
Wynn announced. 

Crandall Arambula had decided to save its fre- 
quent flier miles, as it didn’t think it stood a 
chance. Why? It may have been ROMA’s track 
record around the city: Since scoring the Mueller 
redevelopment, they’ve gone on to land design 
deals for the Saltillo district, the Seaholm rede- 
sign, and the apple of council’s eye, the 2nd 
Street District flanking City Hall. And there was 
yet another reason - in another nefarious first, 
the staff matrix grading each of the firms was 
released in advance of the presentations, effec- 


tively stacking the deck for the winning firm. 
Which, of course, was ROMA. 

Questions of the firms were the type you’d 
expect - affordable housing ranking high among 
council members’ concerns - until Mike 
Martinez shattered the polite fiction surround- 
ing Second Street, the city’s model for 
Downtown design. “What I see right now is a 
Second Street corridor full of businesses that 
most folks who are living in an affordable- 
income range could only afford a cup of coffee,” 
Martinez said. That is, $200 designer jeans and 
$7 gelatos are nice at the price, but do they the 
future of Downtown make? 

Martinez’s fun-crush continued as council 
moved to approve staff’s ROMA recommendation. 
After Brewster McCracken gushingly christened 
it the “Edwin Waller Plan 2” in footage inevitably 
destined for a mayoral-campaign highlight reel, 
Martinez drove home his concerns. “I feel like we 
were given a 15-minute presentation from each 
team, and now we’re being asked to make a 
$600,000 decision over a plan that is extremely 
vital to the entire community, and not just 
Downtown,” he said. With Martinez abstaining, 
the contract was awarded 6-0-1. 

“I think we have a flawed process,” Martinez 
said afterward, referring to the tangled path to 
the plan. “First we stopped in midstream, asking 
for new proposals [after the downtown firms were 
disqualified]; then we post their scores.” While 
saying he didn’t doubt ROMA’s ability or staff’s 
recommendation, he was nonplussed by a pro- 
cess that left council approval for window dress- 
ing. “Unfortunately, we make mistakes like this 
all the time that cost us time, money, and integri- 
ty on how we work as a council.” 

Back to breakfast - after our migas, Mom and 
I made it back to the car, ogling along the way 
the $3,000 sofas and $800 chairs for sale on 
Second. Offering free parking ever since it 
opened, City Hall has been quietly subsidizing the 
high-end shops abutting Second Street. And we’re 
in for more of the same. I wonder if they’ll still be 
offering parking there when that new Second and 
Congress Marriott I’ve been hearing about opens 
its doors. - Wells Dunbar

On Monday, Council Member Mike Martinez bestowed honors on CERT, the 
Community Emergency Response Team in charge of disaster-relief opera- 
tions. CERT members are trained through the city’s Office of Emergency 
Management to deal with catastrophic, unforeseen events, natural and man- 
made. Several teams with differing areas of specialization exist - from a 
Spanish-language CERT to a field operation team. “[T]o know that we have 
volunteers trained to deal with the aftermath of a disaster or who can provide 
vital services in the absence of emergency response workers makes a tre- 
mendous difference,” said Martinez in a press release. The former firefighter 
turned council member also honored founding CERT team member Paul 
Saldana and Robin Johnson with Distinguished Service accolades. - W.D. 

According to a new study, Austin is the “most impatient city” among the 
20 most populous in the U.S. Guideline Inc. researchers made this determi- 
nation based on our preponderance of convenience services, the idea being 
that the place with the most one-hour cleaners or quick-service restaurants 
must be the place with the most demand for them. Out of 12 categories, 
Austin ranked first in three (in-and-out gyms, quick-copy centers, and quick-oil- 
change shops) while snagging the No. 2 and 3 rankings for convenience 
stores, Wi-Fi spots, and overnight-delivery and speed-dating services. While 
the causal link is questionable - can impatience really explain speed dating? 

- the study still proves an interesting new way for Austin to be the best at 
something, especially with Houston and Dallas at No. 3 and 5 and places like 
L.A., Chicago, and New York City at No. 17, 18, and 19, respectively. The 
question remains whether we’re actually impatient - maybe New York’s lack of 
convenience creates a more impatient populace? Regardless, Austin’s disap- 
pointing No. 16 in online city services is enough to keep us plenty crabby, 
especially considering Dallas snagged first place in that category. - Nora Ankrum 

AISD is planning to implement an education model known as First Things 
First at Reagan, LBJ, Crockett, and Travis high schools. First Things First is 
one part of an overall effort by AISD to redesign the high schools, and the 
program aims to pair high school students with mentors, who could be teach- 
ers, counselors, or classified staff members. The model, which has been 
implemented in districts across the country, aims to give large high schools a 
more personal feel so that students know they have someone they can go to 
with problems. Each mentor will be responsible for meeting regularly with 
approximately 15 students and keeping track of their grades and attendance. 
It will be up to the student and mentor to find time to meet. “The idea is to 
keep the program flexible,” says AISD spokeswoman Roxanne Evans. “We 
want to institutionalize what is already happening informally. Clearly, freshman 
and at-risk students will need the most help, and others might not need as 
much time.” Crockett and Travis have already implemented a version of First 
Things First, and LBJ and Reagan are soon to follow. - Michael May 

In other AISD news, the district is holding a parent symposium Saturday on 
Addressing the Great Gripes of Gifted Kids. It’s part of a program that iden- 
tifies and caters to approximately 4,500 students who have been identified as 
“gifted.” A parent or teacher nominates these students, then they go through a 
series of diagnostic tests to determine whether they are indeed gifted or just 
well-loved. Although everyone wants to have a brilliant child, AISD program spe- 
cialist Rhonda Boyer says that it comes with challenges. “The schools are 
focused on closing the achievement gap,” Boyer says. “So it can be difficult for 
teachers to meet the needs of advanced students. It can also be very isolating 
for students, because their peers don’t have the same intellectual ability.” The 
symposium helps parents deal with these issues and is being held Saturday, 
Oct. 14, at Bedichek Middle School from 9am to noon. - M.M. 

The city is, once more, trying to negotiate with UT over land-use planning. In 
the past, it’s been issues like the orientation of the Blanton Museum or the 
placement of the university’s new hotel and conference center on MLK. This 
time, it’s trying to determine what the university intends to do with 450 acres 
it owns in Far North Austin. As long-term neighborhood planning for the North 
Burnet/Gateway area moves forward, city planners have found that some of 
the bigger pieces of raw land in that area belong to UT, either at the Pickle 
Research Center or on the site of the Microelectronics and Computer 
Technology Corporation Building. As state government, UT has no obligation 
to play ball with the city on zoning issues, but failing to do so could leave the 
plan incomplete, especially if the university intends to sell off any land. At a 
council Land Use Subcommittee meeting last week, Council Member Brewster 
McCracken urged the city to continue to reach out to UT to determine long- 
term uses for the area. - Kimberly Reeves 

In other development news, a year after the Regional Water Quality Protec- 
tion Plan was unveiled - a plan intended to cover all jurisdictions within the Barton 
Springs Contributing Zone of the Edwards Aquifer - only the city of Dripping 
Springs has begun to implement significant policy changes. At a meeting last 
week of the core committee of the RWQPP - the first meeting in well more 
than a year - Mayor Todd Purcell said his city would end up penalized for its 
tougher water-quality regulations if other cities and counties failed to join him. 
For its part, the city of Austin is studying increased mitigation areas on small 
streams. Travis County is still in the process of passing a conservation devel- 
opment ordinance, which encourages greater green-space set-asides. - K.R. 

County commissioners will start their search for a civil courthouse site by 
assessing two county-owned properties. One is the former bank-turned-tax-col- 
lection office that now houses various county offices, and the other is the 
San Antonio Street garage, which sits near the Blackwell-Thurman Criminal 
Justice Center. The bank site is a full downtown block, but to use it will 


require a waiver from the state’s Capitol view corridor, a waiver that would 
have to be carried by a member of the Travis Co. legislative delegation during 
the next session. The ideal site, according to county and court officials, 
would be close enough to create a walkway between the civil and criminal 
courts. The final assessment should get back to commissioners before the 
end of the year. The county is aiming to get the courthouse on the ballot by 
2009 and open by the end of 2011. - K.R. 

Members of Council Member Mike Martinez’s family were injured in a car 
wreck over the weekend, but all are reportedly doing fine. Martinez was not 
in the wreck. News and police reports said Martinez’s father was turning left 
on a green arrow when his car was struck by a car running a red light; Martin- 
ez’s mother was briefly hospitalized, and his father and son were bruised. The 
driver of the other car ran from the scene and has not been found. - Lee Nichols 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Legendary federal District Judge William Wayne Justice has been chosen 
to receive the first ever Morris Dees Justice Award, honoring a lawyer whose 
career has been devoted to “serving the public interest and pursuing justice.” 
The award is named after lawyer Morris Dees, co-founder and chief trial coun- 
sel for the Southern Poverty Law Center in Montgomery, Ala. Judge Justice, 
federal district judge in Texas’ Eastern District, will receive the award Nov. 16 
in New York. His “accomplishments should make us all proud to be Americans 
and proud that great lawyers in the tradition of John Adams and Clarence 
Darrow still walk among us,” said Dees in a press release. “He is humble 
enough to bend down to help the least among us and courageous enough to 
walk fearless in the face of public disapproval.” Justice graduated from UT 
School of Law in 1942 and worked as a city attorney in Athens, Texas, before 
being tapped in 1961 by President Kennedy to serve on the federal bench. 
He’s best known as the judge who imposed federal oversight on the Texas 
prison system in the landmark case Ruiz v. Estelle, which led to a complete 
overhaul of the Texas system, and as the judge who ordered the Texas Educa- 
tion Agency to desegregate public schools in United States v. Texas. - J.S. 

Former GOP leader Tom Pauken, who heads Gov. Rick Perry’s recently formed 
Texas Task Force on Appraisal Reform, told a business group last week 
that he has little sympathy for those who want to maintain the appraisal sys- 
tem’s status quo. He told the Texas Taxpayers and Research Association that 
he intends to take a hard look at appraisal caps, revenue caps, and an over- 
haul of the current appraisal process. He said there was a simmering anger 
in the state - from both homeowners and businesses - over rising appraisal 
values. He predicted strong resistance - and an effort to kill any proposal his 
task force made - but noted it was easier to kill a proposal than to fix the 
problem. The task force’s final hearing will be in Austin on Nov. 21. - K.R. 

Forecasters at Colorado State University released on Oct. 3 their “Forecast 
of Atlantic Hurricane Activity for October-November 2006 and Seasonal 
Update Through September,” predicting “be low-average activity largely due to 
developing El Nino conditions in the central and eastern Pacific.” The six-month 
season, which ends in November, has been much quieter than meteorologists 
predicted. The report’s authors attribute this to “mid-level dryness in the tropi- 
cal Atlantic (with large amounts of African dust) which greatly reduced August 
activity and to the rapid late summer development of an El Nino event which 
we and nearly all [El Nino Souther Oscillation] forecasts did not anticipate.” 
Economists have attributed the recent fall in gas prices largely to the quiet 
hurricane season, which wreaked havoc on oil industry ventures in the Gulf last 
year. See hurricane.atmos.colostate.edu/Forecasts/2006/oct2006. - Cheryl Smith 

The Washington-based Center for Public Integrity announced partial vic- 
tory in a more than two-year-long Freedom of Information Act battle. On 
Sept. 28, a federal court granted partial summary judgment to the center in 
a lawsuit brought against the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission, order- 
ing the agency to turn over redacted versions of 256 e-mail messages. The 
center filed suit in December 2004, seeking the release of about 70 e- 
mails it had sought as part of an investigative report, “The Politics of Oil,” 
that later found FERC to be aggressively undermining the authority of state 
and local governments to reject dozens of proposed liquefied natural gas 
facilities all across the country. In the past five years, there has been an 
exponential jump in the number of proposed LNG terminals, which are often 
opposed by nearby communities due to safety concerns. The report also 
detailed the cozy relationship between the commission and the industry it 
regulates. The e-mails will shed more light on the interaction between FERC 
and the energy industry. - Daniel Mottola 

Texas is set to receive three grants through the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service’s Cooperative Endangered Species Conservation Fund, as part 
of $27 million in land acquisition and conservation planning aid to 27 states. 
Two grants, totaling $4.1 million, will go toward habitat acquisition near San 
Antonio, benefiting 19 species in the sensitive Edwards Aquifer recharge zone. 
The last grant of $1 million will help with conservation efforts just upstream 
from San Marcos Springs. Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne announced the 
grants last week, calling them “a means for states to work with land owners 
and communities to conserve habitat and foster conservation stewardship 
efforts for future generations.” But conservationists have their eye on Kemp- 
thorne, a Bush appointee and former pro-development governor of Idaho. He 
had among the worst environmental records in the Senate in the 1990s and 
is regarded as a cheerleader for oil drilling on Alaska’s protected lands. - D.M.

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Federal Judge Limits Smoking Ban 


Austin’s smoking ban, which took effect in 
September of 2005 following a narrow approv- 
al by voters, had one of its most contentious 
provisions snuffed out in federal district court 
last Wednesday, henceforth changing the way 
the ordinance can be enforced. Judge Sam 
Sparks ruled that the ban’s requirement of 
bar or club owners to take “necessary steps” 
to stop customers from smoking was “uncon- 
stitutionally vague,” meaning that proprietors 
can now only be penalized for failing to post 
no-smoking signs or failing to remove ash- 
trays but not for puffing patrons if the other 
two conditions are met. Since the smoking ban 
is a citizen-drafted ordinance that, according 
to city law, can’t be changed or abolished 
until September of 2007, Sparks’ ruling can 
be construed as an uncertain triumph in a 
backdoor attempt to repeal the divisive ban. 

“The law hasn’t changed;” the target of 
enforcement has just shifted to the individual, 
said Anne Morgan, the city’s chief of litiga- 
tion on Friday. “Health department officials [in 
addition to cops] can cite individual smokers,” 
she said, with fines not to exceed $500. The 
Austin Travis Co. Department of Health 
and Human Services was the entity original- 
ly charged with enforcing the ban. So far, 
there have been no such individual citations. 
Morgan said on Monday that the city is “defi- 
nitely going to appeal” Sparks’ ruling. She 
said she wasn’t aware of any cases of rogue 
smokers who, despite a bar employee’s 
requests, wouldn’t put out their cigarettes or 


leave the bar - which would’ve been the so- 
called “necessary steps.” Although such situ- 
ations were the stated basis for the suit - 
brought by establishments including Ware- 
house Saloon and Billiards, Canary Hut, 
Canary Roost, Elysium, Lovejoy’s, and 
Ego’s - Morgan called the scenarios “ hypo- 
thetical or what-ifs.” She added that “outside 
the people who filed the suit, enforcement of 
the ban didn’t seem to be a huge issue.” 
Several of the plaintiffs were among the ban’s 
most vocal opponents in the lead-up to the 
vote, and until now, a few had flagrantly dis- 
obeyed the ban, some asking smokers to sign 
a document stating that they had been told of 
the ban but chose to smoke anyway. Health- 
department data obtained in August showed 
that a number of the plaintiff businesses were 
among the most heavily cited bars in town. 
Asked how businesses with pending citations 
would be affected, Morgan said the individual 
cases must be evaluated according to wheth- 
er the violation was based on smoking or sig- 
nage and ashtrays. 

Plaintiff attorney Marc Levin, who seemed 
to suggest in earlier, televised interviews that 
the ban was now unenforceable, told the 
Chronicle that if it’s true that enforcement is 
now based on no-smoking signs and ashtrays, 
“people may still smoke.” Levin argued that 
it’s not practical to ticket individual smokers, 
nor is it in the city budget. He also disputed 
health-department officials’ right to issue cita- 
tions to individuals. As for the ruling’s impact 



of actual businesses, Levin said, “Many plac- 
es will still ask smokers to leave,” but “the 
pool halls, dive bars, and blue-collar hangouts 
on the verge of going out of business” will 
benefit - as should citywide happy-hour reve- 
nues, since inspections have been more com- 
mon in the late afternoon than late at night. 
He said the case was part of a larger issue of 
the government trying to dictate individual lib- 
erties, referring to discussions in places such 
as New York City of banning foods heavy in 
trans fats. (Perhaps we should have asked 
him whether scientists have found carcinogen- 
ic dangers in sitting next to someone eating a 
triple chili dog.) 

Eric Wolf, who purchased Lovejoy’s 
Taproom & Brewery this March, said he 
doesn’t plan to do anything differently follow- 
ing the ruling, since indoor smoking really 
hasn’t been a problem there. He said staff 
will still ask smokers to go outside and that 
“We’re just happy we no longer have to be the 
cops, that things don’t fall onto our shoulders 
any more.” The well-being of Lovejoy’s, 
Downtown’s last remaining brewpub, was of 


particular concern prior to the ban, since it’s 
one of very few establishments in the enter- 
tainment district sans an outdoor seating 
area. Former owner Chip Tait, who joined the 
lawsuit before selling the bar, listed the smok- 
ing ban as one of the factors contributing to 
the bar’s waning revenues and his decision to 
sell. During his tenure, Wolf says he’s been 
happy with Lovejoy’s business and that he 
hasn’t had to lay off any of the original staff. 
Best of all, Lovejoy’s house brews have contin- 
ued to flow (remaining tasty, according to this 
reporter’s palate). 

“We were happy the ordinance wasn’t over- 
turned, but we’re not particularly pleased with 
Judge Sparks’ ruling,” said Rodney Ahart, 
director of governmental affairs for the Aust in- 
area American Cancer Society on Monday. 
Ahart led the well-funded effort by the group 
0 2 nward Austin to get the ordinance on the 
ballot and approved by voters last May. “The 
ordinance can still be enforced, but it will 
require a different process in order to start 
citing individuals,” he said. Austin will make a 
shift toward handling enforcement in a way 
that’s similar to cities like El Paso and New 
York (whose bans were originally written to tar- 
get individuals), said Ahart, adding that viola- 
tions could be treated as any other complaint- 
driven call, “the same way the noise ordi- 
nance is handled.” He was unsure of how 
Sparks’ ruling applies to the ban’s provision 
that owners must provide a smoke-free work- 
place to their employees and said he expects 
compliance to remain steady since the last 
thing proprietors want is the APD wandering 
into their establishments. - Dan Mottola

County Doesn't Blink 
on City's WTP 4 Challenge

Following a firm rebuke 
from the Travis Co. 

Commissioners Court, 
the city’s plans for Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4 
are anyone’s guess. Last 
Wednesday, the commis- 
sioners voted 4-1 against 
amending a U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife permit to allow 
the city to build WTP 4 on 
45 acres of the Cortana 
tract of the Balcones 
Canyonlands Preserve 
(as reported in more 
detail on austinchronicle. 
com/news). In issuing 
their decision, the court 
was influenced by hours 
of testimony stating the 
city hadn’t exhausted all options before nam- 
ing Cortana the only viable site. “The only way 
to win this game is not to play,” said commis- 
sioner Karen Sonleitner. The city had insist- 
ed that the county approve Cortana construc- 
tion by late last month, or they vowed to begin 
construction at the alternate Bull Creek mac- 
rosite. Bull Creek, the originally proposed loca- 
tion, is also in the BCF? and the city claims it’s 
more ecologically fragile than Cortana. Facing 


two unenviable options, Sonleitner said the 
city posed nothing less than “an environmen- 
tal ‘Sophie’s choice.’” 

The city claims they’re ready to split the 
baby, but their knives might need a little 
sharpening. The reasoning goes that proceed- 
ing at Bull Creek, while not the best option, is 
required to meet water demands in 2013. 
Hence, they claimed, their unsuccessful dead- 
line for Cortana approval was necessitated as 
it coincided with the migration of the black- 
capped vireo, the endangered bird that nests 
there; the hope was to perform site work in 
the birds’ absence. But failing that, just how 
much work the city has done (or truly plans to 


do) at Bull Creek is debatable. Laurie Lentz, 
spokeswoman for the Austin Water Utility, said 
there was already a gate, fencing, and a tem- 
porary driveway into the site; the city “just 
extended that” to the trailer they placed on 
the site. Lentz also said a site and boundary 
survey had been completed, but as of this 
Monday, the trailer sat silently, with a still 
earthmover at its side. 

The lack of action may signal that the city 
is looking for a more politi- 
cally feasible solution than 
Bull Creek or at least 
another path into Cortana. 
It should be noted that 
Sonleitner, adamantly 
opposed to either site, 
relinquishes her Precinct 2 
seat in January; her 
replacement, Sarah 
Eckhardt, may take a dif- 
ferent approach. “I’m just 
a private citizen,” Eckhardt 
reminded us, having beat- 
en Sonleitner in the prima- 
ry but not yet elected. “It 
needs to be made clear if 
there are special elements 
saying that this is not a 
slippery slope. I don’t 
think the city has made 
the case to the county,” 
she said. “The county 
hasn’t been convinced. But 
that’s not to say they can’t 
be convinced.” 

Until then, the city may 
be content to keep the Bull Creek trailer park 
as a bluff. But also possible is a legal chal- 
lenge to the city’s proceedings. At the 
Commissioners Court hearing, attorney 
Bruce Bigelow argued that, contrary to the 
city’s legal opinion, the take of parkland con- 
stituted more than a “minor” amendment to 
the federal permit. Also questioned was the 
curious way the city’s amendment hearing 
took place following three votes in favor of 
the site, and the legally questionable 
“either/or” nature of the city resolution cre- 
ating the Cortana deadline. 

As for now, WTP 4’s only certainty is 
uncertainty. - Wells Dunbar

Personalized Downtown 
Postage Stamp 

Surprise, surprise. The U.S. Postal Service 
announced last week that it has selected the 
team of local developer Andrews Urban LLC 
and its Atlanta-based partner Novare Group 
to “assist in the development” of a new 
Downtown post office. A preliminary plan- 
ning agreement sets the stage for final devel- 
opment negotiations. 

The selection was hardly a shock, given the 
fact that Mayor Will Wynn had traveled to 
Washington in May to advocate at USPS head- 
quarters for a specific redevelopment concept 
brought to him by Novare and Andrews. Wynn 
has long championed the need for a better- 
designed Downtown post office and a better, 
denser use for USPS’s prime block Downtown. 
Novare Group/Andrews Urban - having fortu- 
itously tied up the block directly west of the 
USPS property - proposed to Wynn and then 
to USPS a two-step solution: Build a new post 
office on its adjacent site, move postal opera- 
tions over (ensuring continuity of service), and 
then redevelop the current USPS property as 
a mixed-use high-rise. 

At least one Austin developer complained 
that no one else really had a fair shot at the 
job, given Novare/Andrews’ strong inside track. 
USPS went through the exercise of a “compet- 
itive” request for proposal process, but the 
RFP was written specifically to the Novare con- 
cept - requiring that if the post office were to 
be moved, it had to be “within a one block 
radius of the existing site.” Only Novare had 
dibs on an available property fitting that 
description. USPS representatives have 
refused Chronicle requests to disclose the 
names of the other five teams that competed 
for the project (standard protocol on most 
public-sector jobs) - creating the appearance 
that USPS would prefer to avoid public scruti- 
ny of its selection process. 

But developer Larry Warshaw (Spring 
Condominiums), who has watched the project 
closely, characterized resentment by other 
developers as sour grapes. He observed of 
Novare: “They have enormous credibility and 
experience with high-rise residential projects 
and, even more importantly in a project like

this, they have enormous financial strength.” 
The team’s other Downtown Austin projects 
are the 360 Condominiums - a 580-foot tower 
that broke ground in June - and the expansion 
of the Austin Music Hall. 

Mayor Wynn is unapologetic about his advo- 
cacy of the winning team’s plan. (He was, how- 
ever, careful to note that the RFP language 
and selection process were wholly in the hands 
of USPS.) Wynn said he’d spent years trying 
to interest Austin developers in “fixing the 
mistake” of the Downtown post office - and 
Novare/Andrews was the first and only devel- 
oper to proactively bring him a workable plan. 
“We live in a meritocracy,” said Wynn, “and 
they just came up with a great solution.” 

Added the mayor: “If any developers don’t have 
enough projects Downtown, tell them to come 
talk to me - I have some ideas for them.” 


met Minority Business 
Enterprise requirements), 
the city staff decided, after 
the fact, that it needed to 
disqualify all contenders 
who own property 
Downtown. Since that elimi- 
nated all but two submitting 
teams, the city threw out its 
own process and reissued 
the RFQ - this time with a 
new requirement that no 
team member could own 
more than $5,000 in 
Downtown property. 

At best, the city’s failure 
to anticipate the conflict-of- 
interest issue was a pro- 
fessional discourtesy to 
the proposers, who typical- 
ly invest $15,000 to 
$20,000 preparing a sub- 
mittal. At worst, the new 
requirement targeted architect-developer 
Sinclair Black - who owns Downtown prop- 
erty and whose frank critiques of bureau- 
crats have made him unpopular with some 
at the city. Black was the only prime elimi- 
nated by the new rule; he has considered fil- 
ing suit against the city. He points out that 
on other city projects, disclosure - not dis- 
qualification - has always been the rule 
regarding property ownership. So why the 
sudden change in rules for this one project? 

“It’s a legitimate question,” said Assistant 
City Manager Laura Huffman, who got the 
awkward job of calling the primes to apologize 
and encourage them to resubmit. (All but the 
disqualified Black did - after finding new, 
unconflicted subconsultants.) Only after 


reviewing the standard conflict-of-interest 
forms submitted in round one, said Huffman, 
did city staff realize how many of the team 
members owned Downtown property. 

Huffman explained that the team executing 
the 20-year Downtown Master Plan will have 
unusual power to make recommendations - 
such as zoning changes - that directly impact 
the valuations of specific properties. (City 
planner Michael Knox has said council wants 
the new master plan to recommend specific 
zoning changes and codify a standard variance 
process that can be adopted as code.) Said 
Huffman: “The city made an excellent determi- 
nation that we want the downtown planning 
process to be as clean as possible.” 

In the end, San Francisco-based ROMA was 
the safe choice. With its focus on revitalizing 
urban infill sites, creating liveable communi- 
ties, and designing lively public places, ROMA 
is nicely in synch with the urban-planning sen- 
timents blowing through the Wynn-McCracken 
city hall. Prior projects that have gone to 
ROMA include the Pfluger Bridge Extension, 
2nd Street Retail District, Seaholm District, 
Saltillo District Development Plan, south-shore 
development standards for the Town Lake 
Corridor, and the Mueller Airport redevelopment. 

Given the city’s tight budget, the fact that 
ROMA is a known entity and requires no learn- 
ing curve on Austin issues - untrue of the 
other semifinalist, EDAW - undoubtedly 
helped the firm clinch the job. (Although the 
budget has been upped from $400,000 to 
$600,000, another architect who submitted 
said that the level of detail council desires 
equates to at least $1 million in services.) 

No doubt ROMA will do a good job. But for 
a “clean” process, this one has started out 
messier than necessary. 


When in ROMA 


More in the no-surprises department: 

ROMA Design Group was selected by City 
Council last Thursday to execute the city’s 
new Downtown Master Plan. When it comes 
to urban planning, San Francisco-based ROMA 
and Austin are becoming quite the cozy cou- 
ple; this makes the seventh major COA proj- 
ect that has gone to ROMA. 

On this job as well, the fairness of the 
selection process - this time the city’s - was 
called into question. Certainly it was awkward. 
After issuing a request for qualifications and 
receiving submittals from eight teams (seven 
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South Congress 
Cafe to 86 Deck? 

The South Congress Cafe, the upscale 
spin-off of local Tex-Mex chain Trudy’s, 
keeps fighting the law only to see the law 
keep winning. A municipal court jury found 
the cafe guilty last week of violating a 
deferred adjudication agreement it made 
with the city in February that required propri- 
etors to bring the restaurant into full compli- 
ance with city building and zoning code by 
June. The eatery’s troubles began last year 
when a neighbor reported what appeared to 
be the unpermitted construction of a new 
rear patio seating area and fence, which 
led to a series of citations for failing to 
secure required permits and site plan 
approvals. Had owners gone through the 
proper zoning channels, the city would have 
informed them that construction is usually 
discouraged on city sidewalk and right-of- 
way - where their fence now stands. The 
cafe holds the unofficial city record for the 
highest number of consecutive and overall 
violations of stop-work orders. 

If Assistant City Attorney Nancy Matchus 
has her way in civil district court, owners 
will have to tear down the entire deck. 
Matchus said a permit has been approved 
allowing for the removal of the portion of 
the deck on city property - among the first 
steps in coming into compliance. Owners 
got more tough tortillas recently, however, 
when the city denied an off-site parking plan 
they filed. The illegal deck sits atop the for- 


mer parking area, and the city is demanding 
that the cafe secure ample parking as part 
of its code compliance. 

Matchus joked about how the recalcitrant 
restaurant’s legal team at last hearing cost 
it $2,400 in fees when the maximum fine 
they could have received there was $2,000. 
The jury fined owners only $1, but Matchus 
hopes to collect attorney’s fees as well. 

Part of the cafe’s defense dream team 
was Richard Suttle, the Cadillac of Austin 
zoning lawyers. “They whupped us,” he said 
of the recent court appearance. He said 
cafe management will remove the construc- 
tion in the right-of-way. Hinting that the res- 
taurant may have received a little unfair 
treatment, he cited a city code exemption 
for decks under 5,000 square feet and said 
that since the neighborhood is all over the 
cafe, “The city’s all over my guys.” 

Bouldin Creek Neighborhood Associa- 
tion President Kathie Tovo said Tuesday 
that “the wheels of justice certainly seem 
to be turning very, very slowly in this case. I 
doubt any of the South Congress Cafe’s 
nearby residents or neighboring businesses 
ever anticipated that more than a year and 
a half later, we’d all still be looking at an 
illegal deck and fence on that property, or 
that pedestrians would continue to be 
blocked from the public right-of-way by those 
same structures. The South Congress Cafe 
entered into an agreement with the city to 
remove the structures if they did not have a 
valid site plan by early June; it is now long 
past time for the owners to keep their end 
of the agreement.” - Daniel Mottola

March Against Executions 

The seventh annual march against executions orga- 
nized by the Texas Moratorium Network will focus this 
year on the execution of innocents - of which death penalty 
foes argue there are now three firm examples. 

Carlos De Luna was executed in 1989 for the murder of 
a convenience store clerk in Corpus Christi. De Luna main- 
tained his innocence and told prosecutors he knew who did 
the murder; but prosecutors ridiculed De Luna’s claim, call- 
ing Carlos Hernandez, the man De Luna fingered, a mere 
“phantom” of De Luna’s imagination. As it turned out, how- 
ever, prosecutors knew Hernandez, and knew that he’d 
recently assaulted someone else with a knife, in a crime 
eerily similar to the convenience store murder. 

Ruben Cantu was executed in 1993 for a San Antonio 
murder that it seems unlikely he committed. An investiga- 


tion by the Houston Chronicle last year prompted Bexar Co. 
officials to reopen the case - though since then, the train 
has seemingly ground to a halt, likely because Bexar Co. 
District Attorney Susan Reed - who presided over Cantu’s 
case as a district judge - has thus far refused to relinquish 
control over the inquiry to an outside, uninvolved third party 
for review. 

Finally, in May, the case of Cameron Todd Willingham 
was forwarded to the Forensic Science Commission for 

review. Willingham was executed in 2004 for a 1992 arson 
murder that arson experts now say was not even arson. 

The Texas Moratorium Network will feature the cases 
of the three executed men at its Oct. 28 march; protesters 
will start the day with a brunch hosted by the Inside Books 
project from 10am-3pm; at 3pm they’ll gather outside the 
Governor’s Mansion for a march down Congress Avenue to 
City Hall Plaza.

Temporary Freedom for 
Anthony Graves? 

U.S. Magistrate Judge John Froeschner recommended on 
Oct. 4 that Texas death row inmate Anthony Graves be 
released on $50,000 bail while awaiting retrial, reports the 
Houston Chronicle. The recommendation will go to U.S. District 
Judge Samuel Kent in Galveston for a final decision. The 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in March overturned Graves’ 
1994 capital murder conviction, ruling that Burleson Co. District 
Attorney Charles Sebesta withheld from the defense two key 
witness statements that could very well have changed the out- 
come of Graves’ original trial. Graves and co-defendant Robert 
Carter (who was executed in May 2000) were sentenced to die 
for the murders of six family members - including four children 
less than 10 years old - who were bludgeoned and shot, and 
their home was set on fire in an apparent attempt to cover the 
crime. Graves has maintained his innocence but was fingered for 
the crime by Carter; Carter later recanted, saying Graves played 
no part in the murders or arson. The fight to free Graves has 
been waged in part by a group of journalism students at the 
University of St. Thomas who, working with the University of 
Houston’s Texas Innocence Network, investigated the case 
for three years and say they’ve uncovered evidence that proves 
Graves’ innocence. 

Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott’s appeal of the 5th 
Circuit decision to the U.S. Supreme Court was denied Oct. 2, 
but Assistant AG Edward Marshall continued to try to block 
Graves’ release from prison during a bail hearing before 
Froeschner, arguing that the federal judge had no jurisdiction to 
consider bail since the federal appeals process has run its 
course. Instead, the state argued that Burleson Co. Judge Reva 
Towslee-Corbett, who will preside over Graves’ retrial, should 
have the authority to decide whether Graves should be released. 
But Froeschner wasn’t buying: “If a federal court issues an order 
that a man is being held unconstitutionally, it makes no sense 
that the state can just thumb its nose,” he said. 

No retrial date has been set, though it seems likely that 
Graves’ attorneys - including Amarillo’s Jeff Blackburn, who 
heads up the innocence project at Texas Tech - may fight to 
have Towslee-Corbett recused from presiding over any future pro- 
ceedings involving Graves - her father, former District Judge 
Harold Towslee, presided over Graves’ original trial. It wouldn’t 
be the first time that Towslee-Corbett has presided over a case 
originally heard by her father - nor the first time that attorneys 
and other court watchers have been skeptical of her decision not 
to recuse herself. Harold Towslee presided over the 1998 
Bastrop Co. capital murder trial of Rodney Reed; earlier this 
year his daughter presided over an evidentiary hearing in that 
case - ordered by the Court of Criminal Appeals, in part over a 
question of whether the Bastrop DA withheld evidence from 
Reed’s defense. During that hearing, Towslee-Corbett consistently 
ruled against the defense, and in June signed off on a prosecu- 
tor-drafted findings of fact to declare that Reed has no basis on 
which to receive a new trial. - Jordan Smith

Debate Finally Creates 
Some Name ID for Bell 

With a larger viewing audience than antic- 
ipated, Friday s gubernatorial debate 

helped nudge Chris Bell out of the shad- 
ows of his better-known rivals and shifted 
the race into a two-man battle between the 
Democrat and Republican Gov. Rick Perry. 

“Bell rose in stature and was clearly the 
best informed,” said Democratic strategist 
Kelly Fero, who had initially written off the 
governor’s race as a lost cause. “Fie showed 
that, of the four, he deserves to be governor.” 

Nevertheless, even Perry’s harshest crit- 
ics agree that the governor won the debate, 
simply by not stumbling. Flow Perry and 
Bell both managed to outshine their more 
colorful competitors - funnyman Kinky 
Friedman and tough-talkin’ Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn - is anyone’s guess. But 
Friedman, dressed in his signature black 
hat and holding a cigar, landed only a zing- 
er or two and later attributed his deer-in- 
the-headlights look to jangled nerves. And 
who could blame him? According to news 
reports, an estimated million people tuned 
in to watch what turned out to be a zippy, 
shallow game show of a debate studded 
with trivia questions. 

Strayhorn, bedecked in a bright pink jack- 
et, was surprisingly underwhelming, deliver- 
ing the same sound bites and catchphrases 
she uses in her campaign speeches and TV 
ads. She also had the misfortune of draw- 
ing a tricky question - who is Mexico’s pres- 
ident-elect? - and flubbing with a rambling 
nonresponse. The fellow’s name is Felipe 
Calderon, who, as Strayhorn correctly point- 
ed out, “won with a very narrow margin.” 

“Strayhorn was so obviously nervous, it 
was almost possible to forget that she has 
been doing this since Richard Nixon was in 


the White House,” said Fero of the former 
Austin mayor, former Democrat, and ex- 
Republican. “And she failed to effectively 
land many punches on Perry, which is what 
she needs to do - and what Bell needs her 
to do.” 

Perry did exactly what he needed to do: 

He held his own in the one-hour showdown. 
What the audience didn’t see was his refus- 
al to meet with reporters for the traditional 
post-debate spin. Instead, he dispatched 
spokesman Robert Black to the press room 
to distribute a press release proclaiming 
Perry the victor in the four-way Dallas meet- 
up. (Libertarian James Werner was not 
invited, sparking a lawsuit by him against 
Belo Inc., the media giant that sponsored 
the debate and had exclusive television- 
broadcast rights.) 

Bell had the most to gain from the 
debate, and he did. “This is going to be a 
late-breaking campaign with a lot of late- 
breaking money coming in,” Bell spokesman 
Jason Stanford said the day before the 
broadcast. “There are a lot of people at a 
lot of different levels looking [at Bell].” He 
quickly added: “And this isn’t spin.” Indeed, 
Houston trial lawyer John O’Quinn rewarded 
Bell with a $1 million campaign contribution 
after the debate. And he’s promised to 
either raise an additional $4 million or dig it 
out of his own pocket. Also, former 
President Bill Clinton has committed to sing 
Bell’s praises in an upcoming Texas stump, 
according to the campaign. 

The Democrat’s best-of-show response of 
the night came when asked what the term 
limit is for governor. “There is no term limit 
for Texas governor,” Bell said, “and that’s 
why people should be horrified.” He was 
referring to Perry’s recent musings about 
running for yet another term if he wins in 
November. “That’s the best reason I can give 
to you tonight to vote for me.” - Amy Smith

Moreover, he has declined to sit for inter- 
views with many mainstream news outfits, 
including local NPR station KUT. So it was a 
bit of a surprise that he joined Texas 
Monthly Editor Evan Smith for a round of 
questions on local PBS station KLRU’s 
Texas Monthly Talks on Oct. 4. (The seg- 
ment airs Thursday, Oct. 12.) 

However, the shenanigans that surround- 
ed the KLRU taping proved that Perry’s drive 
to Control the Message has him jumping at 
shadows - particularly a cigar-smoking shad- 
ow topped with a wide-brimmed cowboy hat 
that might be prone to call politicians 
“blood-sucking parasites” on television. 

Here’s what happened. Perry was sched- 
uled to sit down with Smith at 11am in the 
KLRU studios on the UT campus, which hap- 
pen to be in the same building (at 26th and 
Guadalupe) occupied by KUT. By pure coinci- 
dence, KUT Capitol reporter Ben Philpott 
had scheduled an interview with Kinky 
Friedman for 10:30. The guv arrived first, 
and was safely ensconced on the upper 
floors of the building, probably doing a last- 
minute hair check. Perry’s handlers, under- 
standably nervous that their candidate was 
actually doing an unscripted event, paced 
around outside - you know, securing the 
perimeter. Suddenly, they felt a disturbance 
in the Force. The Kinkster was 
approaching. Code 
Red! The supreme 
leader must 


be protected from an impromptu confronta- 
tion with the dreaded indie candidate! 

In the brief time it took Kinky to cross the 
outside patio and reach the entryway, Perry’s 
handlers had the building on total lockdown. 
KLRU General Manager Bill Stotesbery 
stood at the doorway like a small-town sher- 
iff and told Kinky that they didn’t want any 
trouble. “There was some question about 
whether Perry would come over [to the stu- 
dio] until we knew what was going on,” said 
Stotesbery. “So I met Kinky and his folks at 
the door and said, ‘Excuse me gentlemen, I 
would prefer you don’t come into to the stu- 
dio while we’re taping.’ They all looked at 
me like I was from Mars.” KUT Assistant 
News Director Michael Olson and Philpott 
convinced a reluctant Stotesbery that the 
Invading Enemy was in fact heading down- 
stairs and wouldn’t disrupt the interview. “It 
appeared that Perry was initially going to 
refuse to do the show as long as Kinky was 
in the building,” said Philpott. “I had to 
assure [Texas Monthly staffer] Cathy Casey 
that I would escort him out of the building.” 

Perry’s interview finally went ahead, at 
11:30 instead of at 11:00 (well after Kinky 
had left the building), so that the governor 
could deliver such finger-on-the-pulse bro- 
mides as, “I think most Texans will agree 
that one debate would be plenty.” The kicker 
is that, even had Friedman indeed attempted 
to cross Perry’s broadcast battlements, Texas 
Monthly Talks is prerecorded - any unscript- 
ed moments would have quickly found the 
cutting-room floor. (Perry’s campaign did not 
return a call requesting comment.) 

Thank God we don’t have to rely on Kinky 
to embarrass the governor. Perry’s doing a 
fine job all on his own. - Michael May 
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Court’s record has grown steadily worse over 
the last four years. In 2002, just 4.5% of its 
docket remained pending for more than 12 
months (under the American Bar Association’s 
standard 5% threshold); by 2006, however, 
the 3rd Court saw 25.8% of cases brought 
before it languish for more than a year. 
Meanwhile, however, 3rd Court justices are 
holding fewer oral-argument days - in 2005 
the court heard arguments on a total of 12 
days; as of Sept. 7, the justices had only 
held seven oral-argument dates in 2006. To 
Elliott the statistics mean one thing: time to 
oust the Republican majority on the court 
and replace it with solid Democratics, who 
Elliott says will certainly work harder than the 
current court. “If an elected official is not 
doing his or her job, you replace that official,” 
he said. “It is clear that the current 
Republican-dominated 3rd Court is not get- 
ting the job done.” 

Four Dems are vying for seats on the 3rd 
Court bench in November: Diane Henson will 
face Republican attorney Will Wilson for the 
Place 3 seat being vacated by retiring Dem 
Bea Ann Smith; Jim Coronado, who’s served 
as Travis Co. Criminal District Court Magis- 
trate since 1991, is taking on incumbent 
Alan Waldrop for the Place 2 seat; Mina 
Brees, who received a 57.3% vote of State 
Bar of Texas peers to be ranked “best quali- 
fied” for the job against incumbent opponent 
David Puryear; and Bree Buchanan, current- 
ly co-director of the UT School of Law Children’s 
Rights Clinic, is taking on incumbent Bob 
Pemberton, whom Henson nearly knocked 
from his Place 6 seat in 2004. - Jordan Smith 


Senate Showdown Set 

After weeks of taunting the incumbent to 
agree to a debate, Democrat Barbara Ann 
Radnofsky will finally get a chance to con- 
vince Texans that Kay Bailey Hutchison, 

despite her healthy approval ratings, is wrong 
for Texas in the U.S. Senate. And for that mat- 
ter, Libertarian Scott Lanier Jameson gets 
to do the same. The trio have agreed to meet 
at the studios of San Antonio’s KLRN-TV, the 
Alamo City PBS affiliate, on Thursday, Oct. 19. 
The debate, hosted by the League of Women 
Voters, will be taped about an hour and a half 
before its scheduled broadcast time of 9pm; 
it will be shown in Austin on KLRU (Air 
Channel 18, Cable Channel 9). - Lee Nichols

Energy Efficiency 
One Way or Another 

Efficiency Texas, a project of Austin-based energy consulting and lobbying 
firm Good Company Associates, which is made up of both utility customers 
and private companies, filed a petition with the Public Utility Commission of 
Texas on Sept. 27, asking for new rules to ensure that funding is available 
year-round for consumers seeking to lower their electricity use. 

A 1999 Texas law requires investor-owned electric utilities to offer cost-effec- 
tive energy efficiency programs to meet at least 10% of their annual electric 
load growth. ET Director Mark Stover says utilities aren’t exceeding this man- 
date because there’s no financial incentive, even though experts always list effi- 
ciency as the best way to offset new power plants (such as Texas’ 19 proposed 
coal burners). Based on a recent study, Stover believes there’s double or triple 
the demand for efficiency programs compared to what’s now being done - pro- 
grams such as helping customers install insulation, replace an outdated air 
conditioner, or turn in an old, energy-hog refrigerator. The proposed rules would 
allow utilities to pass the costs of boosted efficiency spending through to cus- 
tomers’ bills. Stover noted that the tens of billions utilities are spending state- 
wide to build coal plants will end up in their customers’ bills too and said 
efforts to reduce electricity use usually have a 3-to-l return on investment. 
According to ET, California spends 10 times as much as Texas on energy effi- 
ciency and has held its electricity load growth essentially flat since the mid- 
1970s - while Texas continues to lead the nation in electricity consumption and 
load growth. “Efficiency is the cheapest, cleanest, and quickest way to get new 
electric capacity,” Stover said. 

Carol Biedrzycki, executive director of the Texas Ratepayers’ Organization 
to Save Energy, said the filing appears to be a “one way deal to generate 
more revenue for energy services companies, which isn’t necessarily a bad 
thing, I just don’t know where it’s going.” Biedrzycki expressed skepticism about 
the petition’s success given that industrial energy customers always oppose 
measures that signal rate increases. She favors a bigger state mandated goal. 
“Texas should be able to exceed its efficiency goal with its eyes closed,” she 
said. “If utilities pursued efficiency diligently, their costs would 
be recovered.” 

The filing seemed to be more concerned with letting companies determine their 
surcharge for efficiency without having to go to the Public Utility Commission, 
said Biedrzycki, but “we need more information and scrutiny up front.” She also 
noted that many of the policies the petition is complaining about are there 
because Good Company, in its lobbying capacity, asked for them years ago.

Texas Coal Rush 
Update 

Electricity is among our most basic needs, so it’s 
no coincidence that the debate over how that need 
ought to be met in our fast-growing state is reaching 
a fever pitch just weeks before the November elec- 
tions. A handful of utilities, led by Dallas-based TXU, 
have come up with a solution to what they say is a 
fast-approaching energy shortage: 18 new coal- 
burning power plants. Critics note these are not 
the oft-touted clean coal technology devices they’re 
depicted to be; they fear the smog and ozone pollu- 
tion the plants will add will negate ongoing multi-mil- 
lion-dollar air quality clean-up efforts in the state’s 
big cities (including Austin), and many believe the 
rush to build the plants is an effort by utilities to get 
the comparatively cheaper pulverized coal plants up 
and running ahead of anticipated legislation to limit 
C0 2 emissions - which will double statewide with 
the new plants. Texas is already the nation’s fore- 
most emitter of toxic mercury and globe-warming 
C0 2 , coal’s two most notorious byproducts. The 
state environmental agency, the Texas Commission 
on Environmental Quality, has already permitted 
two of the plants and seems poised to rubber-stamp 
the remainder. Greens argue for the aggressive 
development of Texas’ renewable energy potential, 
for adequately funded programs supporting energy 
efficiency, and for Integrated Gasification 
Combined Cycle or the real-deal clean coal plants 
- capable of cutting pollution by 90% and possibly 
even capturing C0 2 . 

Green leaning nonprofits including Public 
Citizen’s Texas office, SEED Coalition, and the 
local branch of Environmental Defense are lead- 
ing the down-with-dirty-coal movement, launching 
Web sites, organizing demonstrations, and filing 
lawsuits alongside downwind residents. Railing 
against TXU’s permit application for its Waco-area 
Oak Grove coal plant (the object of ongoing legal 
battles), Public Citizen’s Tom “Smitty” Smith char- 
acterizes the environmental community’s disdain for 
the plants, saying, “TXU’s application fails to ana- 
lyze the impact of plant emissions on downwind cit- 
ies, does not consider the cumulative impact of 
other proposed coal-fired plants, does not provide 
information regarding health costs, and does not 
analyze other technologies which could reduce pol- 
lutants by 60% to 90%.” SEED Coalition Executive 
Director Karen Hadden, highlighting Gov. Rick Per- 
ry’s cozy campaign finance relationship with TXU 
and other utilities, and his executive order fast 
tracking the coal plant permits, noted that all of 
Perry’s challengers in some way oppose the plants. 
Hadden and Smith made sure to point out a recent 


Dallas Morning News report that implicated TXU in 
Enron-style illegal market manipulation involving 
shutting off power-generating capacity to diminish 
supply and boost prices, adding that TXU was sued 
for a similar incident in 2002. 

The coal bashing doesn’t stop with lefty groups, 
however: 18 bipartisan mayors, including those in 
Houston, Dallas, and even Arlington publicly reject the 
plants. The Capital Area Council of Governments, 
representing Travis and its nine neighboring coun- 
ties, has been emphatically opposing the plants as 
well. CAPCOG Air Quality Analyst Thomas Pavlovic 
said, “the new plants may have an impact signifi- 
cant enough to jeopardize all the benefits of the 
Early Action Compact,” an initiative launched in 
2005 that includes the vehicle inspection and 
maintenance programs designed to help head off 
costly federal Clean Air Act violations. Speaking 
at a CAPCOG event, Austin Mayor Will Wynn said 
the plants have been criticized in hopes of protect- 
ing air quality progress achieved through the Early 
Action Compact and in concerted pursuit of better 
technology, not simply to keep the plants from 
being built. 

With 11 of the 18 planned plants, TXU has 
become the corporate face of the coal rush. 
Kimberly Morgan, TXU’s spokeswoman, said, “We 
are planning to move forward with permits as pro- 
posed.” Touting an array of green-sounding achieve- 
ments, from tree-planting to carpooling, Morgan 
focused on the utility’s pledge to offset the emis- 
sions of its new plants by 100% and reduce pollu- 
tion by 20% at existing plants, all while bringing 
online 9,000 megawatts in new power. She pointed 
to predictions that energy reserve margins will be 
inadequate by 2009, saying “I’m a little surprised at 
the opposition we’re receiving. ... TXU is the only 
one out there with a viable plan to meet the state’s 
power needs.” 

Responding to the accusations of manufacturing 
scarcity through market manipulation, she said, 
“TXU does not condone that type of behavior.” About 
climate change, Morgan said there’s “still debate 
going on in the scientific community,” and “it would 
be difficult to base a multi-billion-dollar investment 
on rules that may or may not be in existence.” 
(Indeed, The Wall Street Journal reported that TXU 
hopes to boost annual profits by a billion dollars 
with its $11 billion new investment, which alone 
would add an additional 78 million tons of C0 2 to 
the air. “[Studying this further, prolonging it, and fil- 
ing lawsuits won’t solve [the] problem, lawsuits 
won’t clean the air,” said Morgan, of the overall 
opposition to the plants.

THE UNGODLY PENSIONS OF CEOS 

Corporate America is fast implementing a 
two-tiered retirement system: a platinum-level 
plan for the top executives - and a dirt-level 
plan for all of you riffraff below. 

There’s even a term for the platinum pensions 
reserved for the corporate elite: “Top Hat” 
plans, they’re called. But while the CEOs are 
feathering their own nests with multimillion- 
dollar annual pension payments, they’re work- 
ing double-time to destroy the retirement nest 
eggs of millions of their rank-and-file workers. 

Leading this pension-busting movement is 
the Business Roundtable, a lobbying front 
made up of the CEOs of America’s 400 larg- 
est and richest corporations. The Roundtable 
wails that its members simply can no longer 
be expected to pay the middle-class pensions 
that they negotiated - supposedly in good faith 
- with workers. Roundtable members say 
workers must “take responsibility” for their 
own retirement accounts, rather than expect- 
ing the corporation to come through for them. 

The Business Roundtable is also leading 
another mingy effort to downsize the “golden 
years” of America’s working class. It has 
been an enthusiastic backer of George W.’s 
push to privatize our Social Security program. 
The top honcho of the Roundtable has grand- 
ly declared that its members will spend “what 
it takes” to switch Social Security to private 
pension accounts. 

The CEOs want everyone’s retirement to be 
at the mercy of the market ... except theirs, 
of course. Consider such Roundtable members 
as Home Depot, IBM, Exxon Mobil, Pfizer, Coca- 
Cola, Prudential, and GE - the CEOs of these 
giants are to get corporate-guaranteed pen- 
sion payments of more than $2 million a year. 

The attitude of these CEOs is summed up 
by Exxon Mobil. Its executive suite at corpo- 
rate headquarters is known as the “God 
Pod.”

a loophole: The judge has power 
to decide otherwise and admit a 
self-incriminating statement spoken 
under “coercion”; “evidence shall 
be admissible if the military judge 
determines that the evidence would 
have probative value to a reasonable 
person” (Sec. 949a.2.A). 

The Fourth Amendment ensures 
“the right of the people to be secure 
in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures” and that “no 
warrants shall issue without prob- 
able cause.” Not for these trials: 
“Evidence shall not be excluded 
from trial by military commission 
on the grounds that the evidence 
was not seized pursuant to a search 
warrant or other authorization” (Sec. 
949a. 2B). That section continues 
(2D), “evidence shall be admitted as 
authentic as long as (i) the military 
judge ... determines that there is 
sufficient basis.” Evidence, so-called, 
can be introduced without citing 
sources or proving the integrity of 
its evidentiary trail. The judge deter- 
mines what constitutes “a sufficient 3

Sept. 28, 2006: Remember the date. It seems 
to have passed mostly unnoticed. A few editori- 
als, some angry e-mails. No banner headlines. 
No dramatic footage. No conspiracy theories. It 
happened in public and on the record: On Sept. 
28, key rights guaranteed by our Constitution, 
plus the central tenet of the Magna Carta, 
were nullified by an act of Congress - specifi- 
cally, the Military Commissions Act of 2006, 
“to authorize trial by military commission for 
violations of the law of war, and for other pur- 
poses.” It’s those “other purposes” you have to 
watch out for. 

The bill decides the fate of “unlawful enemy 
combatants,” who are defined as “a person who 
has engaged in hostilities or who has purpose- 
fully and materially supported hostilities against 
the United States” (Sec. 948a.l.A.i). Foreigners 
are not specified; a “person” can be any U.S. 
citizen. “Purposefully and materially”? In law 
beware of vague language which can mean what- 
ever the government wants, an intent proven in 
the next clause (ii): An unlawful enemy com- 
batant “has been determined to be an unlaw- 
ful enemy combatant by a Combatant Status 
Review Tribunal or another competent tribunal 
established under the authority of the President 
or the Secretary of Defense.” The president 
and the secretary of defense suddenly have the 
right to establish tribunals to determine who’s 
“unlawful.” No standards are defined for this 
“determination.” In other words, the president 
can say, “Tag, you’re it.” 

The Fourth Amendment guarantees a 
“speedy and public trial.” But a commission 
judge “may close to the public all or part 
of the proceedings” for reasons of national 
security, which he alone gets to decide (Sec. 
949d.2). Among “provisions [that] shall not 
apply” is “any rule ... relating to a speedy 
trial” (Sec. 948b. 1. A). In addition, “the mili- 
tary judge can exclude any evidence ... by 
considerations of undue delay, waste of time” 
(Sec. 949.a.2.F.ii). A trial can be secret if the 
judge chooses. A defendant can wait forever 
for a trial; but when that trial takes place, any 
defending evidence may be quashed if the 
judge decides it may cause “undue delay.” By 
this law, the trial is whenever and whatever the 
government wants it to be. 

The Fifth Amendment states that “no one 
shall be compelled ... to be a witness against 
himself”; the Eighth forbids “cruel and unusu- 
al treatment.” The new law: “Statements ... 
in which the degree of coercion [torture] is 
disputed may be admitted only if the military 
judge finds that (1) the total of the circum- 
stances renders the statement reliable and 
possessing sufficient probative value; (2) the 
interests of justice would best be served by 
admission of the statement into evidence; and 
(3) the interrogation methods used to obtain 
the statement do not amount to cruel, inhu- 
man, or degrading treatment.” (Sec. 948r.d). 
That “and” is not inclusive; the judge may act 
on any of the three clauses. The bill states else- 
where that torture is prohibited but supplies 


basis.” And (Sec.949d.f.2.b): “The 
military judge . . . shall permit trial counsel to 
introduce otherwise admissible evidence ... 
while protecting from disclosure the sources, 
methods, or activities by which the United 
States acquired the evidence if the military 
judge finds that (i) [those] sources, methods, or 
activities ... are classified, and (ii) the evidence 
is reliable.” The judge decides whether the evi- 
dence is reliable. The defendant has no rights. 
The government can do as it pleases. 

The Sixth Amendment: “In all criminal pros- 
ecutions the accused shall enjoy the right ... to 
be confronted with the witnesses against him.” 
“All” no longer includes these trials: “hearsay 
evidence not otherwise admissible under the 
rules of evidence . . . may be admitted in a trial 
by military commission if the proponent of 
the evidence makes [it] known to the adverse 
party, sufficiently in advance to provide the 
adverse party with a fair opportunity to meet 
the evidence.” (Sec. 949a.2.E.ii). Hearsay is 
permissible. “A fair opportunity to meet the 
evidence” is vague language, its meaning deter- 
mined by the judge. 

Then there’s habeas corpus, a core of 
Western law since the Magna Carta, defined 
as “the demand for legal justification for one’s 
imprisonment” ( Los Angeles Times, online, 
Sept. 29). The Constitution, Article 1, Section 
9-2: “The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus 
shall not be suspended, unless when in cases 
of rebellion or invasion the public safety may 
require it.” “Rebellion” and “invasion” are 
exact words; an “attack,” by itself, is neither. 
Sec. 7.e.l: “No court, justice, or judge shall 
have jurisdiction to hear or consider an appli- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus filed by or 


on behalf of an alien detained by the United 
States.” So now the United States reserves the 
right to act upon foreign nationals beyond 
the law. They can be arrested for any reason 
and not told why. If nations behave as nations 
usually do, others may now behave that way 
toward Americans. 

And, for citizens and noncitizens alike, the 
bill allows no judicial recourse. “No court, 
justice, or judge shall have jurisdiction to 
hear or consider any claim or cause of action 
whatsoever ... relating to the prosecution, 
trial, or judgment of a military commission.” 
(Sec. 950j.r.b). The balance of powers has 
been upended. The military commission is a 
law unto itself. 

Then there’s Section 6-3: “Interpretation 
by the President.” “A - As provided by the 
Constitution [a dubious assertion] and this 
section, the President has the authority to 
interpret the meaning and application of the 
Geneva Conventions and . . . B - The President 
shall issue interpretations ... by Executive 
Order. ... Any Executive Order published 
under this paragraph shall be authoritative 
... as a matter of United States law.” The 
president, too, is a law unto himself. The 
president has the sole authority to interpret 
international treaties; he can determine who is 
an “unlawful enemy combatant”; and his sec- 
retary of defense can determine all procedures 
of the Military Commissions Act. 

In fact, the law stipulates that the secre- 
tary of defense can change the law at will. 
Phrases like “under such limitations as the 
Secretary of Defense may prescribe,” “the 
Secretary of Defense shall prescribe regula- 


tions,” and “pursuant to regulations pre- 
scribed the Secretary of Defense” appear in 
this bill, by my count, 20 times. The proce- 
dures by which this villainous bill is adminis- 
tered are solely the province of the secretary 
of defense. He may even appoint to the court 
not a lawyer, not a judge, but “a civilian who 
... is otherwise qualified to practice before the 
military commission pursuant to regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary of Defense” (Sec. 
948k.b.2.B). Anyone he wants. The secretary 
must submit an annual report to the congres- 
sional Committee on Armed Services “on any 
trials conducted by military commission” 
(Sec. 948.e.a-b). All the secretary need do is 
report. There is no mechanism for reviewing 
or investigating the truth of his report. 

In matters of detention, interrogation, and 
investigation, the administration of George 
W Bush has flagrantly violated the law since 
9/11. Congress has exercised virtually no over- 
sight. Outlawed procedures have been tacitly 
allowed until they’ve become, as they say, “the 
new normal.” So normal, in fact, that this out- 
rageous bill passed with no filibuster, no real 
fight, no more protest than a few irritated edi- 
torials. With almost no fuss at all, America has 
defiled - and abandoned - its Constitution. 
And it happened in the bright light of day. 

You won’t notice it at first, but now it’s as 
though we live in Mexico, Russia, Iran, Thailand, 
China, Indonesia, or any land that more or less 
has the rule of law until someone powerful tar- 
gets you and: Tag, you’re it. Yes, that’s been true 
here, too, but then it was a crime, and it was 
possible to struggle back to the letter of the law. 
Now the law itself is the enemy. ■

When going out for home cookin’ gets to be 
too much, but you still crave that mom-and-pop touch, head to Tony’s 
Southern Comfort, the last name in comfort food. Tony’s delicious 
dishes may very well qualify as cuisine, but it won’t matter. You’ll be 
too busy swooning and grinning at the very low-key atmosphere, the 
personal service, and the flavors that take you home to notice. (Note: 
Tony’s is as family-style as it gets. So on Sundays, you might want to 
gussy up a bit.)

Kirtan is an integral part of bhakti 
yoga, or “the path of devotion,” which took the 
practice of yoga out of the exclusive realm of 
the priesthood and gave it to the people, the 
population at large. It is nondenominational, 
though Vedic in origin, and participants often 
bring instruments, like drums or guitars or even 
the harmonium. The chants are usually simple, 
the eyes are usually closed (so no self-con- 
sciousness), and the experience is always uplift- 
ing and fun.

Austin’s Social 
Services Net 

Long after the terrible aftermath of Hurricane 
Katrina - and, to a much lesser extent, Rita - faded 
from media headlines, several organizations in 
Austin continued working to provide social services 
to the area’s thousands of evacuees in need. The 
following is a by-no-means-exhaustive list of orga- 
nizations still serving area evacuees. Advocacy Inc. 
provides information, referral, and some case-man- 
agement services to hurricane evacuees with dis- 
abilities. Austin Area Urban League offers help with 
job placement, computer classes, obtaining person- 
al documents, the FEMA’s housing program recertifi- 
cation process, medical referrals, and transportation 
to and from interviews, business errands, and doc- 
tor appointments. Caritas of Austin focuses on help- 
ing Katrina and Rita survivors with “stability plan- 
ning” through financial assistance and case man- 
agement services. Community Action Development 
and Assistance provides up-in-the-air evacuees 
with housing relocation and placement assistance. 
CADA also offers referral services to evacuees with 
special needs. Foundation Communities provides 
approximately 170 hurricane-evacuee households 
with information, referral, and case-management 
services, as well as financial assistance. Samaritan 
Counseling Center provides individual, group, and 
couples counseling for hurricane evacuees and their 
caretakers. Texas Interagency Interfaith Disaster 
Response provides case-management and referral 
services to evacuees, as well as acts as a services 
coordinator and communications hub for various 
local social-service providers. Texas RioGrande Legal 
Aid: “We are still establishing FEMA eligibility. We 
are now fighting evictions with our housing team, 
getting social security benefits, handling family law 
issues, and fighting recoupments of FEMA funds,” 
said attorney Heather Godwin. Texas Workforce 
Commission provides assistance in job-searching, 
career counseling/assessment, and resume prep, as 
well as guidance with unemployment insurance.

In an August rafting tournament on the Vuoksa River near St. Petersburg, Russia, which 
used only inflatable dolls of the kind typically sold in adult boutiques, Igor Osipov, 40, was 
disqualified upon finishing the race when (according to a report by Moscow News) observers 
"saw signs of recent sexual activity on (Osipov) 's doll." 


In the midst of violence and despair 
in Baghdad, at least two institutions are 
working smoothly, according to September 
stories in, respectively, The Washington 
Post and Los Angeles Times. Iraq Star, an 
American Idol-type reality-TV show, attracted 
10,000 contestants for 45 slots in filming at 
the downtown Baghdad Hotel and will be 
shown locally and around the Arab world. 
Other reality-style shows are in the works. 
Second, the almost 3,500 Baghdad traffic 
officers still command high respect despite 
the city’s other problems. Said an engineer, 
“The traffic law is the only thing nowadays 
that functions correctly.” In fact, the Web 
site of the Shi’ite Grand Ayatollah Ah al- 
Sistani contains a query as to whether it 
is permissible, even when a driver has the 
street all to himself, to violate traffic laws; 
the ayatollah’s answer is no. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

• The 30-year-old traditional festival of 
eel- “bowling” in the fishing village of Lyme 
Regis, England, was canceled in July after 
complaints from an animal-rights activist 
that it was disrespectful to eels. In the ritual, 
teams of anglers stand on platforms and 
swing a giant (but dead) conger eel, attached 
to the ceiling, to see who will be the last 
person standing. Said a spokesman for the 
charitable event, which raises money for life- 
boat crews, “But it’s a dead conger, for Pete’s 
sake. I shouldn’t think the conger could care 
one way or another.” 

• Leon Howard Matter was arrested in 
Sandusky, Ohio, in August for sending a letter 
containing “anthrax” (though it turned out to 
be harmless powder) to the local FBI office. He 
told agents the reason he did it was because he 
was facing earlier child-pornography charges 
and didn’t want to go to prison for that because 
he’d get beaten up. Threatening the FBI, he 
reasoned, has a better cachet. 

• Lame: After police found 638 marijuana 
plants in a Hastings, England, warehouse rent- 
ed by David Churchward in September, he said 
he was forced to grow the plants (which would 
make more than 280,000 marijuana cigarettes) 
to help his wife, because she has difficulty 
sleeping. And Reuters reported in September 
that a farm woman in Lobez, Poland, who had 
been charged with growing marijuana, said she 
was forced to because her cow had been acting 
“skittish and unruly” until she put cannabis 
in the feed. 


ESPECIALLY LAME 

• At the York Crown Court in England in 
September, Antonia Pearson-Gaballonie, 36, 
was convicted of having enslaved a 26-year- 
old housekeeper from 1997 to 2005 despite 
her defense that the woman had actually been 
earning the equivalent of about $55 a week 
during that time and that all she had to have 
done was ask for it, but she never did. 

• At the Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court in 
England in July, Andrew Curzon was charged 
with wrongfully attempting to cash a neigh- 
bor’s pension-adjustment check, in the equiva- 
lent of about $220,000. The explanation by 
Curzon (who is a law student) is that he has 
“dyspraxia,” which renders him unable “to 
engage in logical thinking.” 


LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

1) Bryan Sanderson was arrested minutes 
after allegedly committing his second bank 
robbery of the day in York County, Va., in 
September. Sanderson’s main misjudgment, 
according to police, was making his getaway 
both times in his company home-inspection 
van with “Sanderson Services” on the side. 2) 
More Anthrax Stupidity: New Yorkers Donald 
Ray Bilby, 30, in July, and Abdullah Date, 18, 
in August, were, respectively, convicted and 
arrested for sending anthrax threats to authori- 
ties in envelopes that each contained their 
correct return addresses. (Date allegedly also 
included a taunting note reading, “Catch me if 
you can.”) 


In Tacoma, Wash., in September, a smirk- 
ing Ulysses Hardy III, 24, pleaded guilty to 
three aggravated murders, laughed at the 
victims’ families in court, and told them to 
“get over it” and that “(p)ain is part of life.” 
Hardy said there are two kinds of people, “us 
and them, predators and prey” and that he’s 
“damn sure not prey.” “(I) did what I did. And 
that’s not going to change.” A week earlier in 
Norristown, Pa., Janeske Vargas, 35, was sen- 
tenced to life in prison for setting a friend on 
fire with vodka and nail-polish remover but 
said she had nothing to say in court to her 
friend’s family. “No, why should I? ... They’ll 
get over it.” 

RECURRING THEMES 

Urinating continues to be a dangerous 
activity (even fatal, over the years, among 
several men who had stopped on the side 
of the road at night to answer nature’s call 
and fallen down slopes to their deaths, as 
“News of the Weird” has reported). In July, an 
Australian man, looking for a place to relieve 
himself near the Commercial Drive SkyTrain 
station in East Vancouver, British Columbia, 
fell about 100 feet into a ravine, but tree 
branches broke his fall, and he survived. And 
Jerry Mersereau, 23, after camping in the 
Mount Hood National Forest in Oregon, filed 
a lawsuit against the federal government in 
August for injuries he suffered after wandering 
off a cliff at night while searching for a place 
to relieve himself. 

IRONIES 

U.S. Rep. Bob Ney of Ohio agreed to plead 
guilty in September to corruption charges 
stemming from investigations of the disgraced 
lobbyist Jack Abramoff, and even though Ney 
faces as much as 27 months in prison, he will 
still be eligible for a congressional pension 
(based on 12 years’ service) when he gets out. 
Earlier this year, Congress passed a corruption- 
reform bill, which Ney enthusiastically sup- 
ported, which would have caused a congress- 
man in Ney’s position to forfeit his pension, 
but the bill has been stalled in a House-Senate 
conference and was not enacted before Ney’s 
plea was accepted.

day trips

The Millie Bush Bark Park on the west side of Houston is the 
best leash-free dog park in Texas. If Fido got to pick the destina- 
tion for a day trip, this is where he would go. 

Harris County’s first and largest dog zone opened in 2004 and 
became an instant success with canines and their humans (there 
are now five other dog parks in Houston). The 15-acre fenced area 
has three ponds that are the center of social and play activity. The 
majority of the dogs at the park were either swimming out to retrieve 
a ball or cooling off in the shallow water along the concrete bank 

There is also lots of open space for the dogs to stretch their 
legs for the love of the run and plenty of pals to join in the chase. 
The park is large enough that unruly pets can be moved to anoth- 
er part of the park for a time out. For the most part, the humans 
seem to be content with letting the animals work out their differ- 
ences. The park has a separate fenced area for dogs weighing 20 
lbs. or less. 

Dogs will be dogs, and this is a place for them to be them- 
selves. Still, at any dog park there are rules of etiquette that make 
everyone’s visit more enjoyable. While it might be great exercise 
and training for most dogs, not all dogs do well in an uncontrolled 
environment. Some dogs are bullies, and some dogs are too timid 
to feel comfortable in a pack. Most dog parks are very busy on 
weekends and holidays, and this is not the time for a first-time 
visit. It is best to gradually introduce your dog to the freedom of a 
dog park, according to the Houston Dog Park Association. 

Along with lots of space and three doggy-only swimming pools, 
the entrances and exits to Millie’s dog park are double-gated to 
make coming and going much easier and safer. Some dogs enjoy 
the muddy areas in the park, and owners love the doggy showers. 
There are fake fire hydrants and pooper-scooper bags for the pets, 
but humans will have to go outside the dog park to use the facili- 
ties. A circular path with lots of shade and benches connects the 
two main ponds which are at opposite ends of the park. 

The dog park is five miles south of 1-10 and about a mile from 
the entrance to George Bush (the elder) County Park (formerly 
known as Cullen-Barker Park) off Westheimer Road at TX 6. It 



was named for Millie, the former president’s Brittany spaniel. At 
7,800 acres around Barker Reservoir and along Buffalo Bayou, 
George Bush Park is Harris County’s largest park. It also has pic- 
nic areas, a model airplane field, hike-and-bike trails, and a 
shooting range. 

Millie’s park was selected as the best dog park in the country by 
Dog Fancy magazine in 2005 and has been featured on cable TV’s 
Animal Planet. People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals selected 
the Houston dog playground as the second best in the nation. It 
was beat out by Point Isabel Dog Park in Richmond, Calif., the 
country’s largest off-leash dog park that includes a puppy bath- 
house and a vegetarian cafe overlooking Golden Gate Bridge. 

The 2006 winner of Dog Fancy's best leash-free dog park was 
Fort Worth’s Fort Woof. East of downtown and north of 1-30 
between Beach Street and Oakland Boulevard in Gateway Park, 
this doggy park has little going for it in comparison to Millie’s Bark 
Park other than a great view of the Fort Worth skyline and the 
Trinity River. 

Fort Woof is only 5 acres and is divided into areas for large and 
small dogs with double-gated entrances. The park has human- 
appreciated amenities such as picnic tables, benches, and a pet- 
washing station but few pet features other than a big field. To their 
credit, many of the improvements to the park were done by volun- 
teers rather than by a county parks department. Sometimes the 
ability to safely run free is a dog’s best friend.

Stillborn: a bedtime story 

Hyde Park Theatre, through Oct. 28 
Running Time: 2 hrs 

In Shrewd Productions’ latest effort, Paul Davis’ set design is nothing if not thorough. The 
moment you walk into the theatre, you get the sickly feeling that all will not be well in this 
play. The stage is littered with, well, litter. Broken TV antennas, old stuffed animals, unidentifi- 
able fragments, all swimming in a stretch of dirt at the front of the stage. There is a bleeding 
here - the outdoors into the indoors. The living room with which we are presented does not 
seem safe or happy. 

The feeling is dead on. Dead baby on. The title of the show - Stillborn - is no pun, no play 
on words. Like the set, it is a promise of what’s to come. Two hours of anger, rape, depres- 
sion, murder, and stillbirth. If that’s not your cup of tea, then steer clear of this show. It is 
dark, it is upsetting, and it is not illuminating. 

This piece is well done. Not only the set, but the sound, the lighting, the direction, and the 
performances do great justice to the text. This group works together to crawl under your skin, 
to unsettle you from the start. As the piece opens, there is a horrible radio static through 
which a human voice barely breaks. It’s the kind of sound cue that makes you want to beg 
the sound operator to pull the plug. As it begins, so the play will continue in its attempt to be 
unrelentingly dark. Unfortunately, dark and cryptic do not automatically add up to interesting. 

The play is structured around the convoluted story of four characters: Meredith; Maria, 
Meredith’s older half-sister; Clay, an older man that Meredith befriends; and Cory, Maria’s ex- 
boyfriend. The weight of the show rests on the shoulders of Kathleen Fletcher, 
who plays Meredith. Her monologues serve as a skeleton for the piece. 
Fletcher is a young actress, and at times her delivery sounds like delivery. 
However, she has sweetness for days. Her openness, her immediacy, and her 
interest in her stage partners make her a joy to watch. She is very capable of 
doing what this character is designed to do: provide a bit of light in the dark- 
ness. Shannon Grounds plays Maria, who is suspicious and sarcastic from the 
start. Trouble is, the audience has no real idea why and hasn’t much reason to 
care. Another character sums Maria up perfectly when he says, “She doesn’t 
hate us. She’s just angry in general.” This line gets a huge response from the 
audience - laughter and relief - because it is one of the first lines that rings true. Grounds 
skillfully does what the script and the director have asked her to do, but the setup for her 
character is just plain uncompelling. The two men, Michael Joplin and Paul Mitchell Wright, 


provide some comic relief and respite from the wallowing. One starts to wonder if Monika 
Bustamante, the playwright, isn’t better at writing male characters than female ones. At least 
in the world of Stillborn, her male characters are much less internal and much more believ- 
able. Wright’s Clay and Fletcher’s Meredith make up the sympathetic heart of the piece. Clay’s 
backstory also plumbs the depths of tragedy, but in his case, you care. Wright’s performance 
is subtle and pained and lovely. 

From the outset, Maria and Meredith are disturbed. The audience is treated to short 
scene after short scene, each more cryptic than the last. We understand that something is 
wrong, and we begin to learn why, but the why is never that interesting. Essentially, Maria and 
Meredith have been messed up by their shared mommy and their respective daddies. Maria 
has lost her ability to love or be kind whatsoever. Meredith has become a My Little Pony 
basket case. Eventually, the half-sisters conspire to murder Maria’s ex-boyfriend, Cory, whose 
greatest crime appears to be falling asleep after sex. There is a feigned rape, some prison 
visits, and an absolutely horrific description of a birth gone bad. 

The play never makes clear why it was worth our time to expose ourselves to such angst. 
Great theatre is often constructed from tragedy, but the tragedy must be compelling. In 
Stillborn, it is fabricated and fruitless. Clearly Shrewd Productions has some powerful talent. 
Hopefully their next piece will shed some light on something. - Hannah Kenah

A FEW GOOD MEN

Girls just want to have fun. 

Cyndi Lauper’s observation of old still holds true, or so it appears in 
the latest production from Yellow Tape Construction Company. For three- 
quarters of an hour, the five women who constitute the cast of from We Are 
Normal , Cha Cha Chaaa run, jump, skip, caper, chase one another in and 
out of doors, fall into one another’s arms, roll on the floor, throw themselves 
against walls, and play with feathers ( lots of feathers) for what 
looks to be the sheer pleasure of it. They throw themselves 
into these activities and pretty much everything else they 
do with an energetic abandon, and the expressions on their 
faces radiate an undiluted exhilaration of the kind we see in 
children. Indeed, for this viewer, the dance suggests nothing so 
much as five kids hard at play on a long summer’s day. When 
one dancer runs full tilt across the studio floor, then stops 
just inches from the audience members ringing the space and 
stares briefly into the distance, we can’t tell what she sees, but 
we can recognize in her gaze the pure wonder of an innocent person discovering 
something astonishing in the world. When another glances over a shoulder at a 
companion before she slumps backward, forcing a companion to catch her, we 
catch the familiar smirk of a kid playing a prank on a friend. When one dancer sits 
outside the studio, her face pressed against the glass of a door, watching the rest 
in a group on the inside, we see the utterly inconsolable loneliness of the young- 
ster left out of the crowd. 

That tension between who’s in and who’s out figures prominently in the early 
part of the dance, with four of the women - Lisa Del Rosario, Vidya Ramirez- 
Wheeler, Holly Wissmann, and the show’s choreographer, Amanda Butterfield 
- moving together as a group and the fifth, Melissa Ann Rentrop, observing 
them from a distance, then tentatively seeking a place among them. In places, 

We Are Normal , Cha Cha Chaaa seems to focus on rituals of acceptance, those 
rites of initiation that we’re sometimes required to pass before we can be con- 
sidered one of the gang, in the community, normal. Because feeling excluded 
can be so emotionally trying, and never more so than when one is young, 
we’re willing to put up with those tests to be included, and Rentrop’s face 
all but bleeds with anxiety and a determination to be accepted. Eventually, 
her character is, and the dance moves on to explore some of the dynamics 
within a group: who leads, who follows, who plays with whom, who teases 
whom, who teams with whom to tease whom. And as we can all recall from 
experience, such dynamics are often colored by the rites of initiation and 
how they played out. 

That may make this work sound much more like a sociological treatise 
than it is, in performance anyway. Watching it, you’re more likely to be 
taken by the whirl of motion, the vigor of it and exuberance of its execu- 
tion, by the dancers’ deliriously childlike attitudes, racing from antici- 
pation to surprise to mischief to annoyance to delight to, inevitably, 
exhaustion. This is, as much as anything, a burst of youthful exhilara- 
tion, like you’d feel when school is out and that long, hot season of 
freedom stretches before you, and you get caught up in it. At one 
point, Cari Palazzolo, who provides live vocals to an irrepressibly boun- 
cy score throughout, sings, “All you wanna do is dance with me.” And 
right then, yeah, that pretty well sums it up. - Robert Faires

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“Daniel Bozhkov: Recent Works”

Darth Vader. The Black Sea. Brita water filters. 

Crop circles. Larry King. Flying lessons. A green sofa. 

The scent of America. An Istanbul hotel. Ernest Hemingway. A look- 
alike contest in Key West. 

Odd things are linked together in the work of Daniel Bozhkov. The 
Bulgarian native has a knack for combining seemingly incongruous ele- 
ments, and in the seven projects of his now on view at Arthouse, that 
may be what’s most arresting and, at least initially, most engaging about 
them. You just don’t expect to see a 250-by-300-foot portrait of Larry 
King made of flattened milkweed stalks or a perfume dedicated to the 
uber-macho author of Death in the Afternoon (much less one with the 
sissified appellation Eau d’ Ernest), and the curiosity of it grabs your eye. 

At a glance, these works might come off as little more than the 
conceptual-art equivalent of throwaway gags. Having the sinister Dark 
Lord of the Sith knee-deep in water, pouring a portion of the sea from a 
Brita filtration pitcher into a plastic jug, is such an absurd juxtaposition 
of unrelated items that the laugh it provides could be an end in itself. 

But there is much more to these images than meets 
the eye. Underlying each is a story of interests and 
associations, of a subject with personal significance 
to Bozhkov and of him following a thread of meaning 
through this realm and that one and the other, however 
disparate they may appear. So a consideration of what 
the scent of America might be leads to Hemingway 
as a symbol of masculinity and rugged individuality 
from, as Bozhkov says, “a time when America smelled 
good.” Which leads to the Buyuk Londra Hotel, where 
Hemingway stayed as a foreign correspondent for the Toronto Daily 
Star and to the Hemingway look-alike contest in Key West, where ring- 
ers for Papa weigh in on the fragrances that best reflect the old man’s 
essence. So while the end product has its comic punch - and that 
bottle bearing a passport mug shot of the sober-faced young writer is a 
deliciously wry commentary on contemporary packaging - the path to it 
is a rich investigation into cultural identity, traversing societal attitudes, 
literature, history, the media, consumerism, and more. 

See, in Bozhkov’s world, everything is connected. Who we are is all 
bound up in where we shop and what we eat and who came before 
us and what we watch on television and what happens in the natural 
world. That may be most plain in Learn How to Fly Over a Very Large 
Larry, his project involving the Larry King crop circle, which at Arthouse 
is displayed in a large open room. One wall is completely taken up 
with a large painting of Bozhkov flattening plants in the field in Maine, 
while opposite it is a smaller portrait of a young botanist who helped 
Bozhkov identify the plants in the field. In the center of the room is a 
long green couch that faces a table on which sit five TVs running video 
documentation of the project: of the botanist, of the field, of Bozhkov’s 
flight over the finished project, and of news reports about the finished 
project (including an acknowledgment by King himself). Here would 
seem to be a full record of this endeavor, and yet look above the moni- 
tors, and on the wall behind them hang plant samples from the field 
itself, stalk and flower under glass. It brings home to us in a very con- 
crete way how this work of art came of the world. 




The world matters a great deal to Bozhkov, as is clear from the work 
he created for this exhibition on commission from Arthouse. Cantata 
for Twelve Choirs and Several Salamanders features sound and video 
recorded during a session with local choral ensembles at Barton 
Springs. Each choir sang the same song, “Wade in the Water,” and 
in the gallery we can see the individual faces of the singers as they 
channel the emotions of this powerful African-American spiritual. 
Some are young, some are old, some women, some men, but all 
seem to feel the pull not only of a human struggle from earlier cen- 
turies but of the healing qualities in nature, which is up to us to pre- 
serve. As we hear the human voices, Bozhkov blends in the voices of 
other choirs: birds, insects, wind. Everything is connected, they seem 
to sing. It is a mighty song. - Robert Faires

Comparisons are inevitable, although 
they’re not truly necessary. The last couple 
of years have bestowed two Truman Capote 
pictures on the moviegoing public, and not 
only that, both movies con- 
centrate on the same period 
of the writer’s life - the 
years during which Capote 
worked on his stylistically 
groundbreaking book, In 
Cold Blood. Although Philip 
Seymour Hoffman received 
the Best Actor Oscar for 
his shape-shifting turn as 
the diminutive author, that 
doesn’t preclude British actor Jones from 
also turning in a marvelous performance as 
the distinctive writer. Director McGrath has 
based the Infamous screenplay on George 
Plimpton’s book about Capote. The finished film places a greater 
emphasis on Capote’s sexuality than the earlier film does, creating 
a character whose brazen queerness becomes an issue for those 
he encounters but not for the man himself. This leads to specula- 
tive sequences in which there’s a hearty lip-lock between Capote 
and incarcerated murderer Perry Smith (played by Craig, the next 
James Bond), as well as implications that further sexual contact 
might have occurred. Capote’s slow demise during the time in which 
he waited for the book to be published and the years afterward, 
in which he published nothing of consequence for the rest of his 
life, is subtly implied by the movie to be the result of his agonizing 
love for the killer. The second half of the movie is filled with these 
sorts of questions, yet they are all left basically unanswered. The 
sense in which the movie really shines is in its portrait of milieus: 
the New York society whirl in which Capote was a shining light and 
the Kansas farm town in which Capote and his writing companion 


Harper Lee (Bullock) were citified fish out of water. The textures of 
the film feel so right, especially in its opening stroke: a nightclub 
scene at El Morocco in which Paltrow croons from the stage like 
a sultry Peggy Lee while backed by a house band featuring Austin 
musicians Mark Rubin and Glover Gill, among others (the movie 
was filmed in Austin), Capote and Weaver as Babe Paley, wife of 
the president of CBS, listen and dish. As Bennett Cerf, Bogdanovich 
also delivers another of his near-perfect impressions. Yet, McGrath 
employs a technique in which all these observers to the Capote 
myth speak directly to the camera, a ploy that probably helps cap- 
ture the cut-and-paste tone of Plimpton’s work but does little to help 
advance the film narrative. Nevertheless, Infamous successfully 
captures a sense of the loneliness of a writer’s life. Capote may 
be surrounded by toute le monde, but in essence, he is just using 
them as a sounding board for his words before committing them 
to print. - Marjorie Baumgarten

EMPLOYEE OF THE MONTH

Harold & Kumar Go to White Castle 
proved that the stoner/slacker comedy 
genre can generate films of sublime humor, 
if only once every 10 years or so. Employee 
of the Month mines similar comic pyrite 
but moves the setting to a gigantic Costco- 
like retail outlet and replaces actors with 
what appear to be cyborgs. Seriously: Have 
you studied Cook’s horrifically unsettling 
smile lately? It’s like William Castle’s Mr. 
Sardonicus crossbred with Conrad Veidt in 
The Man Who Laughs. Talk about King Leer 
- icky! Here, Cook plays Zack, a lowly box 
boy who aspires to topple smarmy No. 1 
cashier Vince (Shepard) from his position of 
(relative) power and thereby win the hand, 
or at least the labia, of new cashier hottie 
Amy (Simpson). (Lucky for me, Simpson 
also supports my theory that Yul Brynner’s 
false-faced gunslinger of Westworld was 
no special effect ... and has been breed- 


ing ever since, probably in the L.A. sewers 
with the decimated remains of director 
Coolidge, who previously wrote - I kid you 
not - a film called Sorority Boys.) Co-writ- 
ers Don Calame and Chris Conroy utterly 
fail to notice the wealth of black-comedy 
gold inherent in the very notion of sprawl- 
ing supercenters and instead go for the 
dumbest gags they can find, including but 
not limited to celebrity casualty Andy Dick 
as a blind eye doctor and enough fat/fart/ 
gay jokes to outfit the next four National 
Lampoon vacations. Speaking of which, 
Employee of the Month never even rises 
that high and certainly nowhere near the 
stony genius of Harold & Kumar or even 
Dude , Where’s My Car?. On the other hand, 
Cook’s creepy smirk is downright hypnotic.

KEEPING MUM

The grimly comic output of England’s 
legendary Ealing Studios is revived, barely, 
in this homage to such funereal outings as 
The Lavender Hill Mob and The Ladykillers. 
The latter was remade recently by Yanks 
Joe and Ethan Coen, who managed rather 
successfully to import Ealing’s predilec- 
tion toward the black, lacy unmentionables 
that lurk, throbbing and barely contained, 
beneath even the most proper of human 
facades. While this is a theme artists, 
particularly those of a literary or cinematic 


bent, return to over and over again (Grace 
Metalious’ “seething novel of unchecked 
passion,” Peyton Place, and Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Shadow of a Doubt are but 
two examples), the black-as-pitch humor 
of the Ealing films are shivery good fun, 
and their dark humor remains a particu- 
larly English phenomenon (there was only 
one Alec Guiness ever). In Keeping Mum 
(with an original screenplay by American 
author Richard Russo), two-time Oscar 
winner Dame Maggie Smith plays Grace, 
who arrives in a tiny village in Cornwall to 
tend house for the befuddled local vicar 
Walter Goodfellow (Atkinson, playing down 
his usual schtick) and his family, which 
includes wife Gloria (Thomas), who’s 
having an affair with her American golf 
pro (Swayze, satirizing his Dirty Dancing 
days with mixed results), and their two 
offspring, teen slag Holly (Egerton-Dick) 
and bully-bedeviled Petey (Parkes). It’d 
all be too, too Mary Poppins were it not 
for the fact that the elderly Grace’s previ- 
ous employment was in an asylum for the 
criminally insane. In a prologue, we learn 
that the young Grace had murdered and 
dismembered her philandering husband 
and his mistress, and so when she arrives 
to care for the vicar’s fractured family, the 
glint in her eye slices both ways, eventually 
skewing from dotty old dowager to clever 
loony. Like Poppins, however, this aging 
eccentric somehow manages to mend 
the broken brood. Smith is excellent as 
the potty Grace, with both Atkinson and 
Thomas equally fine in their roles. But the 
fact is plainly seen: The Ealing of yore is 
gone, and Guiness, ex-ladykiller, is now 
and forever, Obi-Wan Kenobi. Here’s mud 
in your eye. - Marc Savlov

THE LAST KING OF SCOTLAND

At the heart of this movie is a fero- 
cious performance by Whitaker as the 
ousted Ugandan dictator Idi Amin. The 
actor so finely captures the ruler’s vocal 
inflections and physical presence that 
it’s hard not to just sit back and enjoy 
the illusion created by such a magiste- 
rial transformation. In addition to provid- 
ing this showcase for the actor’s craft, 
the film forces us to grapple with the 
confusing amalgam of attributes that 
was Idi Amin. A populist leader who also 
slaughtered obscene amounts of his 
citizenry, Amin began as a probably well- 
intentioned president who was ultimately 
undone by his raging paranoia and violent 
impulses. Whitaker brings out all these 
aspects and more, invoking a complex 
man who could be at once beloved and 
feared, charming and chilling. Yet, it’s 
not the leader on the world stage that 
The Last King of Scotland offers us as 
much as an intimate portrait that is 
seen through the eyes of a callow young 
doctor who gradually grows thoroughly 
disillusioned after spending years as the 
chosen bosom buddy of the erratic dicta- 
tor. Aside from the fictional invention of 
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the doctor, Nicholas Garrigan (McAvoy), 
this narrative device feels like the same 
sort of miscalculation that marred the 
civil rights drama Mississippi Burning : 

Both films are stories about black popu- 
lations that are told through the eyes of 
white interlopers. Furthermore, Garrigan 
is not a particularly likable character; 
his naive self-interest is unforgivable in 
this dangerous milieu, and his late-stage 
transformation and illicit love affair never 
have the ring of truth. With an unsympa- 
thetic Everyman as our stand-in and an 
evil despot at the center of the story, The 
Last King of Scotland struggles to win 
our hearts. However, any drama that puts 
the Ugandan national story in the spot- 
light is a good thing, as is the rumble of 
talk concerning Oscar possibilities for 
Whitaker. I’d be the last person to deny 
Whitaker a trophy. I only ask where all 
these supporters were after Whitaker 
completed Bird, The Crying Game, and 
Ghost Dog: The Way of the Samurai. This 
veteran actor is always great, and it’s just 
a little bit sad that he has to play a big, 
scary demon for us to sit up and finally 
take notice. - Marjorie Baumgarten

the ensemble comprises some of Spain’s 
acting royalty. So what’s the problem? A 
weak and silly script stretches itself too 
thin, chasing rambling storylines about lost 
dogs and striking workers. The absence of 
genuine emotion or spark from any of the 
couples contributes to the feeling that this 
broad comedy would have been better off 
cutting the cast in half and doubling the 
time spent working on the script. Clear 
attempts at cinematic playfulness inter- 
rupt the film as the filmmakers have some 
fun with the timeline jumping around the 
narrative. But the result is an episodic 
feel which lends itself that much more to 
the sense that Queens missed its calling 
as a soap opera. Indeed, the film lacks 
the complexity, visual style, and emotional 
charge of decent filmmaking. Because the 
leading women are such strong actors and 
the men primarily endearing (particularly 
Salmeron and Homar), there are threads of 
entertainment in this messy exercise. But 
as a celebration of gay marriage, it’s not 
making a very good case. - Toddy Burton

After forays into martial-arts epics with his 
last couple of films ( House of Flying Daggers, 
Hero), Chinese director Zhang returns to 
more familiar footing with the intimate drama 
Riding Alone for Thousands of Miles. It’s the 
kind of story that shows more than it tells, 
a story that’s forged in the spaces that 
exist in between characters and spaces. It’s 
something of a “shaggy dad” story, in which 
Takata (Takakura), an older man who lives by 
himself, takes the bullet train to Tokyo upon 
learning of the grave illness of his grown 
but estranged son. Although his son won’t 
receive him, Mr. Takata embarks on a journey 
to record a particular performance of the 
masked opera, Riding Alone for Thousands of 
Miles, which he has reason to believe his son 
wants to hear. Along for his journey come 
the helpful but ineffective guide Lingo (Qui) 
and the reluctant but instrumental translator 
Jasmine (Jiang). They find the opera singer 
who is in prison and bereft, begin a new jour- 
ney to fulfill the singer’s one wish, encounter 
an entire village that cares for one illegiti- 
mate child, and Takata forms a bond with the 
boy. Throughout, they travel across stunning 
landscapes that also become part of the 
story. Yet Takata is inscrutable, the mean- 
ing of his quest remains as personal and 
unexplained as his isolation at the beginning 
is. Known as the Clint Eastwood of Japan, 
Takakura’s dominant performance deserves 
such comparison. It further stands up to the 
film’s more melodramatic tendencies, creat- 
ing a buffer against the story’s inclination 
to go soft. Yet, I’d argue that this film is ulti- 
mately more of a comedy than a drama, as 
each stage of the journey leads somewhere 
else and none of the interludes ever turn 
out quite as planned. Clearly, Takata learns 
things along the way about asking for help 
when needed, and extending expressions 
of kindness and emotion when appropriate. 
Yet, as with his own son, the journey is one 
of fumbled opportunities and missed con- 
nections. We are all masked figurines in the 
landscapes of our souls, where shaggy dads 
traverse the pathways between community 
and loss. - Marjorie Baumgarten

You’ve never seen a movie like this one. 
There is no other movie like this one - the 
only possible exception being Mitchell’s 
Hedwig and the Angry Inch - and though this 
sophomore effort is likewise partially musi- 
cal, likewise partially animated, and likewise 
all kinds of queer, it’s more concerned with 
the private selves of its characters than it is 
with the grand drama of personae. If Hedwig 
Robinson put her wig back into the box, she 
might show up at Shortbus, a semisecret 
salon where curious New Yorkers experi- 
ment with soft drugs, performance art, and 
love anarchy in a relaxed and supportive 
environment. Stage left, enter Sofia (Lee), 
who’s one of those fancy urban couples 
therapists who can’t take her own medi- 
cine and has never had an orgasm. Stage 
right, enter James and Jamie (Dawson 
and DeBoy), a long-term couple consider- 
ing opening up their relationship. Ceth 
(Brannan) - pronounced “Seth” - is the boi 
who’ll come between them. And then there’s 
Severin (Beamish), a professional domme, 
and Rob (Barker), the voyeur across the way. 
Cabaret performer Justin Bond presides 
as himself, and JD Samson and Bitch hold 
court in the women-positive circle discus- 
sion room, which of course accommodates 
the entire spectrum from butch to femme. 
John Bair’s interstitial scenes of three- 
dimensional animation, which turn New York 
into a twinkling dollhouse cityscape, give the 
film its locations and structure, but the rest 
is largely improvised, with the characters 
devised in workshops between Mitchell and 
his cast. The movie is never less than auda- 
cious, which is good; after the initial shock 
of its graphic and truly all-encompassing 
concept of sexuality settles in - we begin, 
for example, with a montage including 
auto-fellatio, and later someone travesties 
“The Star-Spangled Banner” in ways best 
left undescribed - it’s possible to watch 
and appreciate the trust Mitchell seems to 
have earned from his actors. (As the film’s 
frustrated hetero woman, Lee’s quest for an 
orgasm isn’t the stuff of comedy, a la The 
OH in Ohio, but a more debilitating obses- 
sion, except during a dreadful, tonally awk- 
ward slapstick sequence involving a remote- 
controlled vibrating egg.) The strength of the 
film is its cheerful, matter-of-fact insistence 
that people have a right to be sexually 
happy, whether they’re old queens or young 
butches or married or single or fat or weird 
or different. The quest for sexual happiness 
is a radical notion in these repressive times, 
as well as a legitimate basis for storytelling, 
but Shortbus doesn’t quite delve as deeply 
as it ought into its characters’ emotions: It 
has more breadth than depth, perhaps due 
to its improvisational methods, and the over- 
the-top ending (complete with brass band) 
feels less than satisfying. - Marrit Ingman

of being scripted by original Psycho scribe 
Joseph Stefano, who sadly passed beyond 
the outer limits last month), was a lacklus- 
ter affair, and in recent memory only Wes 
Craven’s child-killing dream-reaper Freddy 
Krueger had a backstory with enough sor- 
did squeals to lodge any more firmly in the 
mind’s eye than an errant eyelash. So this 
prequel to Tobe Hooper’s 1974 shocker 
arrives handicapped by both the odds and 
the lingering, flyblown stench of Hooper’s 
manic, crazed forerunner. (Both Hooper and 
original Chainsaw writer Kim Henkel receive 
co-producer credit here.) It’s neither as bad 
as it could have been, nor as interesting as 
it should have been, and the final desultory 
reaction is a decidedly minor one. The set-up 
has four teens, nominally led by Brewster, 
who end up victims of the Hewitts - the 
rural Texan cannibal clan. The teens are 
slaughtered (big deal) but the real hook, pun 
intended, revolves around series boogey- 


man Leatherface (Bryniarski), so named for 
the human-skin mask he uses to hide his 
naturally deformed features. As in the 2003 
remake of Hooper’s original, the clan is led 
by R. Lee Ermey’s crustily sadistic Sheriff 
Hoyt, who, it turns out, cottoned to the epi- 
curean delights of homo sapiens during his 
stint as a POW during the Korean War. Novel, 
but still no Donner fete if you ask me. As 
for his nephew Thomas, later to become the 
chainsaw wielding force of nature of the title, 
it turns out his bloodlust was keyed in the 
wake of layoffs at the local slaughterhouse. 
Ermey’s still gnawing on the epithet-strewn 
role of Gunnery Sgt. Hartman in Kubrick’s 
Full Metal Jacket, but that character has 
served him very well over the years, and as 
“Sheriff” Hoyt he bristles and stomps and 
sizzles like some lesser demon, earthbound 
and wizened and forever in control - if only 
just - of this tiny corner of hell. The rest of 
the cast is eminently forgettable, not least 


because, for a film taking place during the 
Vietnam war, everyone under the age of 40 
looks as though they just wandered in from 
their daily stint at Gold’s Gym. Only good old 
Leatherface literally mirrors the festering cul- 
tural and political corruption of the era, and 
to the film’s vast discredit, this hideous echo 
is never even noted. - Marc Savlov

ZEN NOIR

Haunted by memories of his dead wife 
and weighed down by all the hackneyed 
baggage of a cinematic private investigator - 
trench coat, cocked fedora, loosened tie, five 
o’clock shadow - the nameless Detective 
(Sharp) of Zen Noir is at the bottom of a 
bottle when a mysterious phone call comes 
in warning him of a potential murder at a 
Buddhist monastery. Awakening from his 
stupor, he crashes into the temple like a 
truth-seeking whirlwind out of old Hollywood 
-just out for the facts ma’am - but he soon 
finds his linear line of hard-talking interroga- 
tion stymied at every turn by the opaque 
deflections and clever parries of the resident 
monks. When he asks what time the victim 
died, they ask him to define “time.” When he 
tries to run a bad-cop routine on the Master 
(Chan) and the enigmatic old man responds 
by producing an orange - and other non- 
sense - out of thin air, I found myself won- 
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dering at several points why the Detective 
didn’t just use his gun. These monks are 
so self-assured they’re even immune to the 
persuasiveness of the Detective’s grizzled 
voiceovers and jazz accompaniment. The 
first half of Zen Noir is broad farce, and 
Sharp approaches the role of the flustered 
PI with all the subtlety of Yosemite Sam 
squaring off with Bugs Bunny. He blusters 
through each interaction with the irritatingly 
abstruse mendicants, dialogues that play out 
like bad Abbott and Costello routines, full of 
comical misunderstandings and insufferable, 
fast-paced wordplay. Those first 40 minutes, 
however, are a blessing when compared to 
act two, wherein our hero loses his identity 
and embarks upon a spiritual search for 
self-discovery and the true nature of mystery 
and death. He forgoes his tough-guy manner- 
isms and dependency on logical thought and 


goes tumbling into a world of deep-breathing, 
symbolic hallucinations, and freshman-year 
film-school camera tricks. To top things off, 
Zen Noir looks like it was shot in someone’s 
garage: You get the sense that where the 
tatami-mat floor of the monastery ends, the 
blinking neon lights outside the detective’s 
shoddy apartment begin. Like its hero, Zen 
Noir doesn’t exist for even a second outside 
the vocabulary of the film world. Great mov- 
ies can make you believe in a life beyond 
the frame; Zen Noir can’t even convince 
you that what you’re seeing onscreen is 
actually happening. Like it might all be an 
unpleasant reaction to something you ate. 
(Director Marc Rosenbush will attend both 
Friday-evening shows , and the 4 and 7pm 
shows on Sunday.) - Josh Rosenblatt

Keeping company with the memory of John 
Lennon is usually time well-spent, and this docu- 
mentary, which focuses mostly on the years the 
former Beatle lived in New York, is no different. 

Yet, if you expect to learn any new details about 
Lennon or the Nixon administration’s near-comical 
attempts to deport the rock icon, you’ll be sorely 
disappointed. The film uses old documentary foot- 
age and lots of talking heads to tell a story about 
the political ferment of the late Sixties and early 
Seventies and Lennon’s participation in the fray. It 
will probably be eye-opening to younger audiences 
who were not weaned on this stuff, but to boomers, 
it will probably play like a VH1 Behind the Music epi- 
sode. The messier aspects of Lennon’s life during 
this period (drug use, marital infidelity, and political 
naivete) are barely mentioned. The film serves as 
a refresher course in the perils of celebrity and 
activism, but its syllabus and insights are purely 
remedial.

Q. I am 42 years old, a type II diabetic, and I was 
surprised to read recently that the statin medicine 
I am taking to lower my cholesterol may not lower 
my risk of dying from a heart attack. Are there any 
nutrients that will actually lower this risk? 

A. “Statin” drugs reduce serum cholesterol 
levels, but there is intense controversy over 
whether this translates into a reduction in deaths 
from heart attacks. At stake is the more than 
$25-billion-per-year income that pharmaceutical 
companies reap from the sale of statin drugs, and 
they have been accused of manipulating results 
to obtain more favorable outcomes. At present, 
in spite of claims and counterclaims, the best 
answer seems to be “we don’t really know.” 

Statins reduce cholesterol production in the 
liver by interfering with an enzyme called “HMG 
CoA reductase.” This enzyme is also used in 
the process of making coenzyme Q-10, a major 
vitaminlike antioxidant that we are able to make 
to some extent, and thus it is not ordinarily 
considered a nutrient we must have in our diets. 
The problem is that when HMG-CoA reductase 
is blocked, in order to reduce cholesterol pro- 
duction, synthesis of coenzyme Q-10 is also 
blocked. Younger people are able to make more 
coenzyme Q-10, so HMG-CoA reductase pro- 
duces few side effects in people under the age of 
40 years or so, but as we age and lose some of 
our ability to produce our own coenzyme Q-10, 
the effect of HMG-CoA reductase becomes more 
significant. Unfortunately, statins are most often 
prescribed to people older than 40. 

Fortunately, statins are not the only HMG- 
CoA reductase inhibitors available, but few phy- 
sicians know that vitamin C is a safe and effec- 
tive alternative to statins. However, your “60 
mg/day RDA” amount of vitamin C will not do 
this job. Research indicates that it requires about 
2,000-3,000 mg/day of vitamin C to significantly 
inhibit HMG-CoA reductase, an amount that 
has been recommended by scientists such as 
Linus Pauling and Roger J. Williams since the 
1970s. Unlike the statins, vitamin C promotes 
the production of coenzyme Q-10 and, also 
unlike statins, vitamin C lowers the blood levels 
of lipoprotein (a), a particle in blood similar to 
LDL-cholesterol. Elevated lipoprotein (a) is a 
predictor of heart disease for which no medical 
remedy is currently available. 

Vitamin C alone is inadequate to completely 
protect you against heart disease. Other anti- 
oxidants, in particular vitamin E, vitamin A, 
and selenium, should be part of your strategy 
to prevent a heart attack. Lysine, an amino acid 
important in making collagen, is often deficient 
(or out of balance) even in the diet of meat- 
eating Americans. When used with vitamin C 
supplements, lysine supplements can be used 
in the body to make L-camitine, an important 
energy transporter needed especially by the 
heart muscle. The omega-3 fatty acids, which 
keep inflammation under control, must be kept 
balanced with omega-6 fatty acids. 

Finally, in addition to obvious lifestyle chang- 
es, including regular exercise, learn to relax. 
In research published in the American Journal 
of Cardiology (Oct. 15, 2005, p.1064-1068), a 
simulated panic attack induced heart abnormali- 
ties in twice as many people who were prone 
to panic attacks as compared to people who 
are not prone to panic. Our minds still have an 
immense influence over our bodies.

MY NEIGHBOR'S DOG WONT STOP 
BARKING -WHAT CAN I DO? 

My neighbor’s dog barks all day and even through most 
of the night (it keeps me awake all the time). What options 
do I have to get my neighbor to make the dog stop? 

Problems arise when people and their animals 
live in close proximity. One common problem is the 
obnoxious neighbor who allows her dog to bark loud 
and often. What are your options if you are unfor- 
tunate enough to experience “Cujo on crack”-style 
barking on a regular basis? 

As a general rule, you should try talking to your 
neighbor in an attempt to figure out a friendly solu- 
tion to the problem (put the dog inside, other side 
of yard, etc.). Assuming a neighborly chat does not 
resolve the problem, if you live in a community 
that is governed by a homeowners association, you 
should check to see if the neighbor’s noisy dog 
violates any provisions of your homeowners asso- 
ciation agreement. 

If after trying the first two options, the dog is still 
barking, the good news for the insomniac neighbor 
is that most cities have certain restrictions on noisy 
animals. Even a dog-friendly city like Austin has 
passed ordinances that are designed to prevent a 
noisy animal from disrupting its neighbors. 

Section 3-2-2 of the Austin City Code specifically 
addresses “noisy animals.” Section 3-2-2 states: “An 
owner or handler may not keep an animal that makes 
frequent or long, continued noise that is disturbing 
to a person of normal sensibilities.” Many cities and 
towns have similar ordinances. 

Anyone bothered by incessant barking can contact 
the city of Austin and report a potential violation of 
the “noisy animal” ordinance. The neighbor could be 
subject to a fine if her dog violates the “noisy animal” 
ordinance. Keep in mind, however, that the noise 
must be disturbing to a “person of normal sensibili- 
ties,” so occasional barking that bothers a particularly 
sensitive neighbor (but otherwise would not bother a 
normal neighbor) is most likely not a violation of the 
“noisy animal” statute.
